SHUT OUT AGAIN 

Dear Editor, 

I appreciated the article “Death Waits for No 
Plan” [News, Feb. 6] on the draft of the Austin 
Cemetery Master Plan, which addresses long 
overdue needs in Austin’s five city cemeteries. 
With that said, I take issue with the representa¬ 
tion of, or lack of, the historic Mexican commu¬ 
nity of Austin in this document. 

While Mexican-Americans are in the section 
“Ethnic Groups in Austin,” we are little to be 
found elsewhere in its 542 pages. The most 
glaring example of exclusion is to be found in 
Chapter 5, on Oakwood Cemetery. I agree whole¬ 
heartedly with the Chronicle ’s observation that 
“each cemetery is the history of Austin, played 
out graveyard by graveyard, plot by plot.” To read 
the historical report on Oakwood, one would 
think of burials only in terms of white and black. 
Yet sexton records beginning in the early 1860s 
show the presence of Mexican burials. These led¬ 
gers have a printed row of headings, one being 

OOPS! In the Feb. 6 “Lege Lines: 
Guns, Islamophobia, and Budget Cuts,” 
we reported in error that Casey 
Monahan, former head of the Texas 
Music Office, had been fired by incom¬ 
ing Gov. Greg Abbott. Monahan was not 
fired, but was not reappointed; the 
change was an “at-will separation.” 


“Color,” underneath which are the designations 
for “White/Colored.” In the “Colored” column is 
to be found “Mex” to indicate a grave dug for a 
Mexican. It wasn’t until 1900 that the ledgers 
added a third printed column, “Mex.” In addition, 
there was a segregated area in Oakwood called 
the Mex Grounds. 

Also under this chapter on Oakwood is a list¬ 
ing of “Historically Significant Persons,” these 
being as expected, predominantly dead old white 
men and a handful of their former slaves. Of 
course, no Mexicans made the cut. Unlike the 
African-American community, I am unaware of 
the engagement of any Mexican-American groups

by the master plan team to identify the Mexican 
presence in Oakwood. Our historical significance 
lies in a community of lives lived, and it seems, 
as far as the cemetery master plan is concerned, 
not worthy of inclusion. The report takes more 
notice of the trees than what is expended on 
Mexican burials. For the Mexican-American com¬ 
munity to be unacknowledged in its equal place 
in the history of Oakwood, whatever the reasons, 
I can only hope will be corrected before being 
presented to the City Council.

JUST WALK AWAY 

Dear Editor, 

The term “better carnivore” is an oxymoron, 
much like “humane meat” [“The Meat of the 
Matter,” Food, Feb. 6]. Even if animals raised for 
food have had one or two improvements made to 


their otherwise miserable existences, that doesn’t 
mean we should feel good about eating them. 

Your article referred to local and organic 
turkeys as the “holy grail.” But PETA has found 
that many “humane” labels allow turkeys to be 
kept indoors at all times in cramped conditions, 
breathing in high levels of ammonia, and to 
have their toes amputated and the ends of their 
beaks cut off without pain relief. The label may 
be allowed even in cases of deliberate abuse of 
turkeys, such as kicking or throwing them. 

PETA has yet to find a “humane” factory farm 
where animals aren’t crowded together, where 
their precious babies aren’t taken away from 
them, and where they aren’t packed into crates, 
tossed onto trucks, and shipped through all 
weather extremes to horrifying slaughterhouses, 
often the same ones used by conventional fac¬ 
tory farms.

Putting Out the Fire 

DEAL BETWEEN FIRE CHIEF AND UNION COULD BE A BREAKTHROUGH 


HEADLINES 


CITY COUNCIL MEETS today (Thu., Feb. 12) 

with a full agenda, including a couple dozen zoning 
cases and the mayor’s proposal to let the privately 
funded “Mayor’s Better Austin Foundation’’ 

expand the capacities of Council and the mayor’s 
office. See “Public Notice,” p.12, and “Council: Only 
the Strong Survive,” p.14. 

AN AUSTIN FATHER is dead after being shot 

by a police sniper late Saturday evening. When APD 
sent a helicopter to investigate reports of 27-year- 
old Sawyer Flache shooting at streetlights, Flache 
took aim at the aircraft. Seeing him ready to aim 
again at the helicopter, on-the-ground SWAT Officer 
Luke Serrato shot Flache, killing him. It’s unclear 
what motivated the gunman; the Statesman reports 
Flache’s neighbors claim “a recent divorce and cus¬ 
tody battle had taken a toll.” 

THE U.S. ARMY Corps of Engineers approved 
$21.4 million in federal funds for Dove Springs area 
homes affected by the 2013 Onion Creek flood, U.S. 
Rep. Lloyd Doggett recently announced. The 
money - an addition to the $12 million given last 
summer - will be used to buy out homes, restore 
the creek, and create a recreational space. 

NO MORE TEMPORARY permits will be 

accepted during SXSW 2015 - the city announced 
Tuesday that the new maximum number of events 
(246) has been reached, and the Austin Center for 
Events has stopped accepting Temporary Use 
Permits, Temporary Event Sound Permits, etc. Last 
year the city permitted 284 temporary events. 

EQUITY BETWEEN SCHOOLS isa top issue 

in education, and AISD is at least moving forward 
on a definition of the term. Trustees met Feb. 9 to 
discuss what equal provision between district cam¬ 
puses really means, before starting plans for a self- 
assessment later this year. 

A “BORDER PATROL"-THEMED party held 

last weekend has landed a UT fraternity in hot water. 
Partygoers donned sombreros, ponchos, construc¬ 
tion-worker vests, and camouflage. While members 
of Phi Gamma Delta, aka Texas Fiji, have defended 
the theme, complaints of cultural insensitivity led to 
a formal investigation by the UT Dean of Students. 

POLICE CHIEF ART Acevedo placed an uniden¬ 
tified male officer on administrative leave Tuesday 
because of his relationship to Samantha Dean, the 
recently murdered Kyle PD employee. Acevedo has 
yet to speak publicly about the personnel decision, 
though it’s believed that the officer was the father 
of the baby Dean was carrying. 

DEATH ROW INMATE Lester Bower Jr. avoided 
execution Tuesday after the U.S. Supreme Court 
gave him a reprieve days before his pending death. 
Bower was sentenced to death in 1983; his attorneys 
have argued that Bower’s 30-plus years on death 
row have been in violation of the U.S. Constitution’s 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. 


Last week, the new 10-1 City Council 
accomplished something that had eluded 
its predecessors: It brought together Austin 
Fire Department Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr 
and Austin Fire Association 
President Bob Nicks in an 
agreement that - if it holds 
- could mark a turning point 
in the city’s labor-manage¬ 
ment relations. The AFD is 
currently operating under a 
U.S. Department of Justice 
consent decree agreed to by 
the city last year. But under 
the resolution and related 
agreement approved by 
Council last week, the city 
and the AFA will resume contract negotia¬ 
tions - with a particular eye toward reform¬ 
ing the AFD hiring process. The intention is 
that within the next 60 days, a contract can 
be negotiated that will establish a hiring 
process congenial to both management and 


labor - while enabling a fall cadet class that 
fulfills the city’s commitment (as the reso¬ 
lution puts it) to “standing for racial equity, 
for the right of workers to organize and 
bargain as a union, and for 
ensuring the safety of the 
public through a profession¬ 
al fire department.” 

District 4 Council Member 
Greg Casar is to be com¬ 
mended for his work on this 
matter, not only in sponsor¬ 
ing the resolution (approved 
11-0) but in acting as inter¬ 
mediary between Kerr and 
Nicks until the two began 
talking directly (reportedly 
right up to their brief joint appearance 
before Council). Mayor Steve Adler declared 
he was “ecstatic” to see the fire chief and 
the union president acting in concert. Now 
Council is charged with making certain that 
the working agreement - which requires 


good faith negotiations on both sides - will 
indeed result in both the highest hiring 
standards and sufficient racial diversity to 
begin making the AFD reflect the demo¬ 
graphics of the community it serves. 

OUTCOME UNCERTAIN 

That’s certainly not a sure thing. 
Firefighters have been working without a 
contract since 2009, and a series of negotia¬ 
tions have foundered on the question of 
hiring procedures, with the firefighters vot¬ 
ing to reject contract proposals and the city 
finally declaring an impasse that led to the 
DOJ intervention. A year ago it seemed 
unimaginable that the two sides could 
return to the table, more likely that they 
would instead spend several years in litiga¬ 
tion. Last May, city management had per¬ 
suaded the previous Council, on the dais, 
that any intervention in the consent decree 
- even a brief delay for further discussion -

could bring down federal wrath and an 
expensive and embarrassing lawsuit. 

That renewed threat nearly derailed this 
latest Council action - initially to “with¬ 
draw” the request for proposals from ven¬ 
dors wishing to manage the yet-to-be- 
designed new hiring procedure. Respond¬ 
ing to a feeler from city management, the 
DOJ informed the city that withdrawing 
the RFP would be considered a violation of 
the decree and land the city in court. Last 
year, that prospect was enough to make 
five Council members quail and vote to 
accept the decree. This time, Council 
amended its resolution - to leave the RFP 
in place but not hire a vendor until negotia¬ 
tions conclude, for better or worse. It 
appears, at least, that labor and manage¬ 
ment entered those negotiations on level 
ground and with high expectations. 

LOOKING FOR EQUITY 

We’ll soon learn if this rapprochement is 
a true meeting of the minds or an unsus¬ 
tainable shotgun marriage. The AFA’s 
Nicks told me this week that he’s already 
had to dig in his heels when management 
attempted to disqualify a group of vendors 
(not a huge pool, nationally) for “technical” 
reasons - it’s not a minor worry, as among 
the reasons for the current predicament is 
that 2012 vendor that managed to botch the 
timing on the written test, thereby invali¬ 
dating the results. But Nicks reiterated 
that he’s “very excited” about getting back 
to the table, and about Council’s willing¬ 
ness to determine whether negotiations are 
proceeding in good faith. 

Nicks acknowledged as well the persis¬ 
tent doubts expressed by minority fire¬ 
fighters and applicants over the commit¬ 
ment of the AFA to racial diversity among 
firefighters. “I understand why they’re 
concerned,” he told me, “and why they 
have that perspective.” Accordingly, he 
said the AFA is specifically reaching out to 
the African-American Firefighters Associa¬ 
tion to include it in the bargaining process. 
“There are two reasons for that,” he contin¬ 
ued. “Because Council would like to see 
that, but also - it’s the right thing to do. If 
you want to rebuild trust, you’ve got to 
extend yourself.” For her part, Chief Kerr 
- not directly involved in contract negotia¬ 
tions - told me she remains “cautiously 
optimistic” that all sides are united in 
desiring what’s best for the city. 

On management’s side, it also remains 
to be seen if negotiators will be as truly 
interested in diversifying the department 
personnel as they are in retaining their 
dominant control over the hiring process. 
Once the door is open to union involve¬ 
ment in hiring at AFD, it might well com¬ 
plicate management relationships with the 
other public safety unions, perhaps even 
the civilian workforce. Nevertheless, the 
new Council is to be congratulated that its 
first major action has served to expand 
employee rights at the city - subject to its 
vigilant oversight - and just maybe inaugu¬ 
rate a more just and equitable era at the 
Austin Fire Department. ■ 


Speed Limit? 

CITY GOVERNMENT: REBUILT IN.A* WEEKS 


This week, Mayor Steve Adler and his 
office announced: 

• City Council Committee appointments, 

plus Council appointments to some 22 inter¬ 
governmental committees; 

• a revised Policy Workshop schedule; 

• finalized staff appointments, both paid 
and non-paid; 

• a brand-new “Community Cabinet” of 

Mayoral policy advisors, again paid and 
unpaid, plus; 

• a radical upgrade of the Mayor’s Better 
Austin Foundation, Inc., a private founda¬ 
tion that would, largely, raise the 
money to pay for this newly 
privatized government. 

And on the seventh day ... no 
time to rest: He’s running a City 
Council meeting where he hopes 
to ratify all of this. 

No, wait. At press time 
Wednesday comes word that the 
mayor will pull the Community 
Cabinet/BAF item tomorrow, “to 
have a robust discussion and address all ques¬ 
tions and concerns,” and then move to post¬ 
pone a vote on it until the next meeting. Well 
good, that’s a sensible and very reassuring reac¬ 
tion to what has been a good deal of trepidation 
regarding not just the proposal, but the speed at 
which it has come down the pike, posted as an 
agenda addendum on Monday, headed for a 
vote on Thursday, with lots of open questions 
regarding transparency, lines of influence, Open 
Meetings Act and Public Information Act compli¬ 
ance, and so on. I’ll add two more: If, as I readily 
believe, there’s a need for more staff and brain¬ 
power in the executive branch of city govern¬ 
ment, why is it proposed to be so concentrated 
in the mayor’s office? And more broadly, under 
this brave new 10-1 way forward, are the Council 
members still part of that executive branch?

So, more work to be done there, but the 
committee appointments got done, and 
look to sail through approval; and the Policy 
Workshop program continues apace, slight¬ 
ly altered from what I reported last week. The 
mayor spread the schedule out a bit more, 
so that there are now only two policy work¬ 
shops a day, instead of three. By combining 
several categories, and adding one more 
meeting day, Council still gets done with their 
workshops by March 30. Notably, this past 
Monday’s Neighborhood Issues workshop 
- a monster, including Code 
Compliance, ADUs, short-term 
rentals, stealth dorms, park¬ 
ing, etc. - was pushed back 
to next Thursday, Feb. 19, 
even though Council does 
have several zoning cases 
on their agenda this week 
(hope they figure out what 
they’re doing). See both 
lists below.

Meet Mr. Environment: Along with the com¬ 
mittee appointments, the mayor also appoint¬ 
ed Council representatives to 22 Intergovern¬ 
mental Committees. Interestingly, among 
these, Don Zimmerman was given the 
Capital Area Council of Governments Clean 
Air Coalition Subcommittee, the Clean Air 
Force of Central Texas Board, and the Texas 
Colorado River Floodplain Coalition.

law - could resolve these “discrepancies” 
and anomalies. 

Although a judge has now been assigned, 
Casar was not formally served with the con¬ 
test papers until late Tuesday. Attorney 
Chuck Herring, representing Casar, says he 
expects to provide a response for his client 
within the designated 10 days. But Herring 
pointed out that Casar had no control over 
election procedures and is not in a position 
to answer most of Pressley’s charges. “Most 
of the burden will fall on the county clerk 
and the county attorney,” Herring said. 
Through her attorney, David Rogers, 
Pressley has requested voluminous discov¬ 
ery from the clerk, including virtually all 
available voting records of any kind, and 
even the names of any persons who may 
have worked on electronic voting machines 
in the 2013 and 2014 elections - indeed, 
much of the petition appears to be an attempt 
to contest any and all Travis County elec¬ 
tions using electronic voting equipment. 

Pressley told the Chronicle, “The num¬ 
bers don’t add up ... there are discrepancies 
that have to be resolved.” Meanwhile, she is 
maintaining her campaign fundraising 
account and is soliciting donations, ostensi¬ 
bly to retire her campaign debt - and to help 
“ensure our elections are fair, transparent, 
and accurate.” - Michael King 


The Constant 
Candidate 

In the current episode of Laura Pressley’s 
increasingly permanent campaign for City 
Council, Judge Daniel H. Mills of the 424th 
District Court (Blanco County) has been 
appointed to preside in the 201st District 
Court (Travis County) over the election con¬ 
test filed by Pressley against District 4 
Council Member Greg Casar, who defeated 
Pressley in the Dec. 16 run-off. Pressley has 
claimed “discrepancies” in the vote count 


system is fair, transparent, and accurate. 
She says some tally sheets suggest that 
some mailed votes may have been counted 
twice - although those paper ballots were 
duly recounted by hand on Jan. 6 - and that 
some early voting tally sheets possibly 
reflect more votes than voters. In all, her 
petition identifies 121 possibly uncounted 
or miscounted votes. If that were true, and 
every single miscounted vote were in her 
favor, she would still trail Casar by more 
than 1,100 votes. However, she continues to 
insist that only “ballot images” - not the

Personal Services: 

The Zimmerman File 

On Tuesday, Feb. 3, the Austin Bulldog 
reported that District 6 Council Member 
Don Zimmerman had paid his current wife, 
Jennifer Zimmerman, $2,000 from his cam¬ 
paign funds for “campaign services and 
field work.” The expense, which was record¬ 
ed on Zimmerman’s Jan. 15 campaign 
finance report, was noteworthy because 
Texas Election Code prohibits “mak[ing] or 
authoriz[ing] a payment from a political 
contribution if the payment is made for 


personal services rendered by the candi¬ 
date or officeholder or by the spouse or 
dependent child of the candidate or office¬ 
holder to ... the candidate or officeholder or 
the spouse or dependent child of the candi¬ 
date or officeholder.” 

Zimmerman told the Austin American- 
Statesman that his wife had left her job to 
work on the campaign full time, and that he 
didn’t believe “personal services” includes 
campaign work. “Everybody we paid was 
working on a campaign - no personal ser¬ 
vices,” he told the Statesman, displaying a 
Clinton-esque linguistic sensibility. “I felt 
embarrassed to only give her $2,000.” 

On Thursday, Feb. 5, local attorney and 
former Travis County judge Bill Aleshire, 
who has represented the Bulldog (although 
not in this matter), filed a complaint with 
the Travis County Attorney’s office about 
the payment. “It is difficult to believe that 
[Zimmerman] was not aware of this clear, 
longstanding prohibition against payment 
of campaign funds to himself or his wife for 
personal services to the campaign,” it reads. 

Aleshire provided the Chronicle with a 
copy of the complaint, along with a scath¬ 
ingly pointed email addressed to Stephen 
Casey, Zimmerman’s campaign treasurer 
and the attorney who represented him in 
his failed defamation lawsuit against the 
Bulldog. (Rogers, Laura Pressley’s current 
attorney, was Casey’s co-counsel in that 
suit; see “New CM Zimmerman Loses to 
Bulldog,” Jan. 9.) “You’re probably wonder¬ 
ing why I filed this complaint instead of 
waiting to see if someone else would file it,” 
Aleshire wrote to Casey. “The reason is not 
political, particularly considering that I 
often agree with Mr. Zimmerman on issues 
of wasteful spending of tax dollars. The rea¬ 
son I filed it is my observation of how 
threatening Mr. Zimmerman gets to people 
who report on or criticize him publicly. His 
reputation might scare off some critics, but

sufficient to overturn the results - she lost 
the run-off 65-35%, or by 1,291 votes - 
although a Jan. 6 recount requested by 
Pressley precisely confirmed those results, 
and her several complaints to the secretary 
of state that the recount had been incor¬ 
rectly managed by Travis County Clerk 
Dana DeBeauvoir were also dismissed. 

The election contest - the last avenue 
open to a candidate who refuses to accept 
defeat - is technically filed against the win¬ 
ner (“Contestee”), although Pressley’s peti¬ 
tion argues that the election itself was 
inadequate or illegal because two large- 
population polling places were closed for 
the run-off (when polls were consolidated), 
and that since the current electronic voting 
system does not enable literal “images of 
ballots cast” to be printed and counted by 
hand, the election “result cannot be known, 
and the Court must order a new election.” 
In an interview, Pressley insisted to the 
Chronicle that the contest is “not about 
Casar” (“He did nothing wrong,” she said) - 
nor even about the work of County Clerk 
DeBeauvoir - but instead an earnest 
attempt to make certain that the election 


MAYORAL CABINETRY 

On Tuesday, Mayor Steve Adler created some 
shock waves when he unveiled his plans for a 
“Community Cabinet” of mayoral policy advi¬ 
sors - half paid and half unpaid - who would be 
funded by money raised by a reinvigorated 
Mayor’s Better Austin Foundation. The plan is 
that the Foundation would employ the advisors, 
who would donate their services to the city. The 
briefing document notes that “Community 
Cabinet members may be paid by the 
Foundation or choose to donate their time.... 
Whether serving as volunteers, aides, or interns 
with the city government, Community Cabinet 
members must agree, and will be held to, the 
highest standards aligned to the city’s conflict 
of interest and recusal policies. Each will file a 
financial disclosure statement required of city 
management staff.” Still, eyebrows and a few 
hackles have been raised (see “Council: Only the 
Strong Survive,” p.16; “Public Notice,” p.12); 
expect some lively discussion and a possible 
delay when this comes up (as Item 86 of 86) at 
today’s Council meeting.

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COUNCIL: ONLY THE STRONG SURVIVE 


The new 10-1 City Council hadn’t been in 
place for a month before backstage muttering 
began about an eventual move away from 
Austin’s council-manager governing structure 
to a strong-mayor system - in which, instead 
of being one vote among 11 Council members, 
the mayor would become Austin’s chief execu¬ 
tive - making the city manager either superflu¬ 
ous or the mayor’s direct report, and Council a 
relative afterthought. (The bigger the city, the 
more likely it’s strong-mayor.) We’re not there 
yet, but fledgling Mayor Steve Adler seems to 
have hit on a transition strategy: Just pretend 
we’re strong-mayor already. (And thus far, his 
dais colleagues have seemed mysteriously 
eager to follow along.) 

Late-addendum Item 86 on today’s (Thu., 
Feb. 12) 86-Item City Council agenda is a reso¬ 
lution authorizing a city agreement with “the 
Mayor’s Better Austin Foundation Inc. to 
accept donated staff for the public purpose of 
assisting the new council committees and pro¬ 
viding other council support.” That “committee 
assistance” tag seems a bit misleading; early 
on, Adler has chafed at the size of his staff, 
and argued that since his is now the only “city¬ 
wide” elected office, he needs more personnel 
for constituent services and mayoral “special 
projects.” He’s pointed to the one privately 
funded aide under his predecessor, Lee 
Leffingwell (an aide devoted to promoting vol- 
unteerism) as setting the precedent for a pri¬ 
vately underwritten “Community Cabinet” and 
a group of Better Austin Foundation advisors. 

Privatizing government functions is not a uni¬ 
versally popular idea, and it’s a notion that 
should at least merit some public debate (a 
hearing, perhaps?). But, although the new 
Council (most especially the mayor) has been 
committee-happy in its early weeks, this propos¬ 
al apparently didn’t merit a committee review or 
a public hearing before arriving on a Council 
action agenda. Pitched to the American- 
Statesman as a tax-free, problem-solving bit of 


noblesse oblige, and co-sponsored by CMs 
Leslie Pool, Greg Casar, and Sheri Gallo, it 

appears to be on a fast-track to enactment. 
(Wednesday afternoon, the mayor’s office 
announced he will move to postpone action.) 

The resolution attempts to include protec¬ 
tions against conflicts of interest (banning 
persons with possible contract, zoning, or 
lobbying business before the city), but the 
sort of folks who land on these “advisor” 
lists are the sort for whom private and public 
interests are effectively indistinguishable - 
not to mention people who already have the 
mayor’s ear. (The mayor’s wife, Diane Land, 
will head the BAF board, and CM Ann 
Kitchen’s husband, Mark Yznaga, would be 
a trustee.) No doubt everybody involved has 
the very best intentions. 

Other items of note today: 

• District 6 CM Don Zimmerman has made 
it clear he opposes spending on public art or 
affordable housing - he’s targeted proposals 
for art projects at ABIA (Items 6 and 7) and 
several housing project proposals for city 
loans to draw down state low-income housing 
credits (Items 20-31, but his particular target 
is a Foundation Communities housing proj¬ 
ect planned for D6). 

• Item 50 would direct staff to review the 
budgetary impact of a 20% property tax 
homestead exemption, either immediate or 
phased in over a few years (sponsored by CM 
Ellen Troxclair, co-sponsored by Mayor Pro 
Tern Kathie Tovo, CMs Gallo, Kitchen). At 
Tuesday’s work session, Adler reiterated his 
stump speech on the subject, and Zimmer¬ 
man pointedly informed staff and his col¬ 
leagues that there is no such thing as a “rev¬ 
enue shortfall,” only “excessive spending.” 

• Council won’t be able to dodge zoning 

matters again this week; on the agenda are 
four pending cases with closed hearings, and 
two dozen more in various stages, including a 
couple of hard cases. - Michael King

if he is going to try to bully someone this 
time, he’ll have to try to bully me.” 

While Zimmerman’s office declined our 
request for comment on the complaint (calls 
to Casey’s office were unreturned), the 
Council member did give a statement to the 
Austin Monitor.

He went 
on to explain to the Monitor that, according 
to his attorneys, “the law may have changed 
in 2007. The laws are constantly changing.” 
Aleshire, ever attentive, sent another email 
to Casey reading, “I saw where your client, 
Mr. Zimmerman, claimed that his attorney 
told him that [statute] was amended in 2007, 
suggesting that the prohibition against a 
candidate paying the candidate or the spouse 
for working in the campaign was a new 
thing. Based on my quick look at the statu¬ 
tory history, the best I can see, that prohibi¬ 
tion has been in the election code since at 
least January 1, 1992.” - Amy Kamp

WOMEN’S HEALTH CARE IN THE BUDGET CROSSHAIRS AGAIN 


Sharp abdominal pain coupled with 
bleeding last April troubled an otherwise 
healthy Gay Norman. If it weren’t for the 
recent loss of her close friend, who died 
suddenly from a blood clot caused by an 
ovarian cyst - untreated due to lack of 
insurance - the 57-year-old, similarly unin¬ 
sured Texan might have ignored the pain. 

“After Bailey died, I promised I wouldn’t 
let something like that happen to me,” 
said Norman. A friend referred her to 
Planned Parenthood Waco - her first visit 
to the reproductive health network in 
more than two decades - where she 
received a Pap test through the Texas 
Breast and Cervical Cancer Services pro¬ 
gram. The test determined Norman was 
suffering from ulcerated cervical lesions 
and connected her with an oncologist, who 
diagnosed her with cancer. Two weeks 
later she enrolled in Medicaid and began 
chemotherapy. Today, Norman is in remis¬ 
sion, but says if it weren’t for the life-sav- | 
ing, preventative program she might not | 
be alive to tell her story. 5 

“If I hadn’t had them, if I hadn’t had that < 
program, I don’t know what I would have 
done,” said Norman, a single, self-employed 
woman with few resources. “I feel like I’m 
alive because of them.” 

Despite the success of the BCCS pro¬ 
gram, the Legislature - on its perennial 
quest to eviscerate Planned Parenthood - is 
seeking to strip BCCS funding from the 
health care provider. The proposed Senate 
budget establishes a new tiered-system 
funding formula that prioritizes funding for 
state, county, and community health clin¬ 
ics, federally qualified health centers and 
clinics, followed by “non-public entities” 
that provide screenings as part of compre¬ 
hensive primary and preventative care, and 
lastly, “non-public entities” that provide the 
screenings but not comprehensive primary 
and preventative care - i.e. Planned Parent¬ 
hood. In a nutshell, under the Senate bud¬ 
get proposal, Planned Parenthood would 
effectively be last in line for federal and 
state funding. 

The Lege’s latest ideological attack on 
abortion providers is explicit. “There are 
many members that feel very strongly that 
the facilities that receive that funding 
should not be facilities that are performing 
abortions, so the answer is: Don’t perform 
abortions and you get the money,” chair of 
the Senate Committee on Finance, Sen. 
Jane Nelson, R-Flower Mound, told report¬ 
ers. “I get it, but it’s also important that we 
have enough entities that provide services 
to women so that they can receive those 
services, and that’s my goal.” The express 
intention is to ensure Planned Parenthood 
is punished for providing abortion services 
(although those services are not underwrit¬ 
ten by public funds) - regardless of the col¬ 
lateral damage those funding cuts may 
inflict on women. 


Planned Parenthood and other providers 
are still coping with the impact of the 2011 
Legislature’s massive budget cuts to family 
planning. That session instituted a similar 
three-tiered priority system that pushed 
Planned Parenthood and specialty family¬ 
planning providers to the lowest rung, 
assuring nearly 80 clinic closures and effec¬ 
tively excluding more than 280,000 low- 
income women. 

In 2013, the Health and Human Services 
Commission followed suit, implementing a 
rule excluding Planned Parenthood from the 
Medicaid-funded Women’s Health Program 
(which provides cancer screenings and other 
preventative care), ending annual care at 
Planned Parenthood for at least 50,000 poor 
and uninsured women. Under the new sys¬ 
tem, according to data from the HHSC, com¬ 
paring just May 2012 to the same month in 
2014, more than 11,000 fewer women 
received preventative, life-saving services. 

“We have seen exactly what happens to 
women when our state tries to meet a politi¬ 
cal goal instead of a public health goal,” 
said Sarah Wheat, vice president of com¬ 
munity affairs at Planned Parenthood of 
Greater Texas. “The safety net for women’s 
health care has been completely shredded 
as a result. So we are very concerned that 
the same political strategy is being used 
with the BCCS funding.” 

The cancer screening and diagnostic pro¬ 
gram, administered through the Depart¬ 
ment of State Health Services in partner¬ 
ship with the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, has served 374,109 women 
in Texas since 1991 (33,599 last year). 
Planned Parenthood affiliates alone serve 
about 3,000 women a year. Of PP’s patients, 
35% are Hispanic; 20% African-American; 


and 40% Anglo. The program aims to assist 
uninsured women over 18 years of age who 
earn income up to 200% of the federal pov¬ 
erty level - offering clinical breast exams, 
mammograms, pelvic and HPV exams, 
biopsies, and Pap tests to prevent and 
detect cancer in its earliest stages. 

In a state that has one of the country’s 
highest incident and mortality rates of cer¬ 
vical cancer, according to the CDC, enroll¬ 
ment in the program can mean life or death. 
“This is a very important population to 
serve,” stressed Wheat. “These are life-sav¬ 
ing services that help uninsured, low- 
income women who have very few resourc¬ 
es when it comes to health care and are in 
need of immediate access.” 

In fiscal year 2014, the BCCS program 
received $2.4 million in state funds and $7.8 
million in federal funds, according to 
DSHS. While the three Planned Parenthood 
locations in Austin do not offer the BCCS 
program, it is offered in surrounding areas, 
including Temple, Tyler, Denton, Plano, 
Mesquite, Dallas, and Fort Worth, and is the 
lone provider in Waco, where Norman 
received her care. “I find it really sad,” she 
said of the Senate plan. “I imagine how 
many other lives this program at Planned 
Parenthood saved and what women like me 
would do without it.” The recovering cancer 
patient hopes to depend on the program for 
annual checkups for years to come - but 
like so much of the women’s health care 
network in Texas, that life-saving service 
remains under threat. - Mary Tuma

HOUSE COMMITTEES CONFIRMED 

Speaker Joe Straus, R-San Antonio, 
always keeps members waiting for committee 
assignments, so it was near¬ 
ly close of business last 
Wednesday, Feb. 4, before 
he let the House know which 
airless hearing room they’ll 
be locked within for the next 
four months. Unlike the 
Senate, where only two of 
the 13 committee chairs 
went to Dems, Straus contin¬ 
ued to be far more biparti¬ 
san, leaving the minority 
party in charge of about a 
third of his 38 bodies. No chairs for the 
Travis County delegation, but local Demo¬ 
crats Dawnna Dukes and Donna Howard 
both retained seats on the all-important 
House Appropriations Committee. 

WE’RE IN (SOME) MONEY 

Speaking of Appropriations, the first gen¬ 
tle jabs in the budget wars began Feb. 9, at 
the opening meeting. While Senate Finance 
has been meeting almost daily for the last 
two weeks, this was the first time that all 27 
members of the House budget-building body 
were in the same crowded room, and they 
still didn’t all have name plates in front of 
their desks. “The next couple of months, 
while packed full of work, will fly by,” warned 
Chair John Otto, R-Dayton, before delicately 
hinting at the inevitable partisan fights to 
come by a friendly scolding to Vice Chair 
Sylvester Turner, D-Houston, to not pretend 
he had little to say on the budget. “I’m going 
to be a person of very few words,” Turner jok¬ 
ingly defended himself, “in the next couple of 
minutes.” 


GROWING(ISH) 

As Appropriations got down to business, 
Chief Revenue Estimator Tom Currah told 
members they should have 
around $113 billion in general 
revenue funds to spend over the 
next two years. “That’s about a 
9.5 percent increase over what 
we expect to finish this bienni¬ 
um with,” he said. He attributed 
that increase to an expected 3% 
growth of the Texas economy 
over the next two years: strong, 
but down a little from the previ¬ 
ous biennium, due to declining 
oil prices. However, sales taxes 
(which account for over half of all state tax rev¬ 
enue) and the vehicle sales tax are both per¬ 
forming well. Here’s how that calculation 


breaks down: The comptroller expects there will 
be a remaining balance of $7.5 billion, plus 
$110.4 billion in estimated revenue over the 
2015-17 biennium. That comes to just under 
$118 billion, but $2.5 billion of that goes to 
the Rainy Day Fund, and another $2.5 billion 
to the State Highway Fund, leaving $113 bil¬ 
lion in available GR cash. 

NO LOBBYISTS, NO LUNCH 

Appropriations hearings are infamously 
long-winded, miserable experiences. Ever 
tried splitting the bill for lunch? Try the same 
deal for a $113 billion state budget. The 
sight of exhausted lawmakers at 3am, pass¬ 
ing a testimony slip along the bench, trying 
to find someone awake enough to read the 
citizen’s name, is not unheard of. Sagging 


blood sugar on the dais can be catastrophic, 
so Chairman Otto made sure to tell his fellow 
Appropriations members that snacks and 
sodas will be provided in the back room, and 
that he personally was paying for breakfast 
for this week’s three 7am hearings. Moving 
forward, he said, “Any donations to ensure 
we have enough provisions will be greatly 
appreciated.” But one group of people can 
definitely keep their contributions in the pan¬ 
try, with a stern warning from the chair that 
no food or drink would be accepted from 
lobbyists while the committee is in session. 

There’s a broader push to crack down on 
lobby influence, as well. Rep. Charlie Geren, 
R-Fort Worth, has filed House Bill 972, which 
would hack away at lobbyists’ ability to hide 
their, ahem, altruistic generosity to starving 
lawmakers. Geren’s measure would lower the 
point at which lobbyists must submit a 
detailed expense report to the Texas Ethics 
Commission, cutting that trigger point from 60% 
of lawmakers' per diem (currently $150 per day, 
rising to $190 this session) to a flat $50. So no 
second dessert with that steak, we’re guessing. 

SHORT LINES... 

Never mind that House members are tired of 
threats from open-carry advocates, and UT 
System Chancellor Admiral Bill McRaven says 
he’s opposed to campus carry, the Senate 
Committee on State Affairs will hear Senate 
Bill 11 (campus carry) and SB 17 (open carry) 
at 9am on Feb. 12... Both Gov. Greg Abbott 
and Comptroller Glenn Hegar want the Major 
Events Trust Fund (which helps subsidize the 
U.S. Grand Prix Formula One race and other 
events) moved out of the Comptroller’s Office 
and over to the Governor’s Economic 
Development and Tourism Division. While 
several bills have been filed to alter eligibility 
and oversight, no lawmaker has proposed the 
shift yet... Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick has pledged to 
keep the National Guard on the border past 
March, when funding for their deployment ends. 
Speaker Joe Straus politely but pointedly remind¬ 
ed him, that’s commander-in-chief Gov. Greg 
Abbott’s call, not his... Our long voting night¬ 
mare is almost over: The four remaining special 
election run-offs are scheduled for Feb. 17. 
Last lawmaker seated must bring breakfast 
tacos for Appropriations. - Richard Whittaker 


House Bills 1140 & 1141 

Filed: Feb. 4,2015 
Author: Rep. Celia Israel, D-Austin 

Last week Rep. Israel filed two bills that would require 
more reporting on the conditions pregnant inmates face 
in Texas jails. The standard of care for pregnant inmates has 
been on the Lege’s agenda before: In 2009, HB 3653 
required Texas jails to restrict the practice of shackling 
pregnant inmates during labor or immediately afterward. 

A companion bill passed in the same session, HB 3654, 
requires Texas jails to “ensure that the jail’s health services 
plan addresses medical and mental health care, including 
nutritional requirements, and any special housing or work 
assignment needs” for pregnant inmates. 

Reproductive rights activists Mama Sana, with the help 
of other groups, have been calling attention to claims 
these standards aren’t always being enforced. Their efforts led the freshman rep to 
file these bills. HB 1140 requires jails to report on the “implementation ... of poli¬ 
cies and procedures to provide adequate care to pregnant prisoners,” and also 


requires the Texas Commission on Jail Standards to “com¬ 
pile, analyze, and summarize the reports” by Dec. 1, 2016. HB 
1141 would mandate a yearly, detailed report from jails on 
every instance restraints were used on pregnant or recently 
delivered inmates. 

While more reporting won’t be a panacea for ensuring a 
standard of care, advocates believe it’s a step in the right 
direction. “The standard [set out in HB 3654] is extremely 
vague,” says Texas Jail Project Executive Director Diana 
Claitor, who worked to help pass that bill and has been work¬ 
ing to make sure the standards are enforced. “Nobody has 
asked the jails how they’re implementing the law.” She 
believes a study will shed light on how the standards are 
being put into practice, and may help jails that don’t currently 
have the resources to adequately care for pregnant women 
find funding. In a statement to the Chronicle, Rep. Israel 
writes, “HB 1140 and HB 1141 will guarantee the state has 
accurate data and information to assess the standards of pregnant inmate care in 
county jails. This data will be an invaluable tool for the Legislature as we evaluate 
how to best ensure quality and equitable care.” - Amy Kamp

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LAWSUIT ACCUSES APD OF EXCESSIVE FORCE 


An Austin woman filed suit on Feb. 4, 
claiming that members of the Austin Police 
Department and Travis County Sheriff’s 
Office violated her right to be free from an 
unlawful search and seizure. 

The plaintiff, 24-year-old Caroline Callaway, 
names the city of Austin; Travis County; two 
members of APD (Officer Patrick Oborski 
and Sergeant Adam Johnson); 10 other, cur¬ 
rently unidentifiable, employees of APD and 
the TCSO; the Plano organization Protouch 
Staffing (named in the suit as “Pro-Touch 
Nurses, Inc.”); and Pro¬ 
touch employee Shannon 
Ramsey-Graham, as 
defendants in a case that 
stems from a DWI arrest 
on Feb. 4, 2013. Callaway 
refused a Breathalyzer 
test, and was thus taken 
to central booking, where, 
the lawsuit alleges, 

Oborski advised her that 
she was going to have to 
provide a blood sample. 

The suit then recounts 
how Johnson took 
Callaway to a “small pad- g 
ded room” where APD | 
officers and TCSO depu- a 
ties strapped her to a | 
restraint chair and < 

placed straps around her 5 
legs, wrists, and shoul- jjj 
ders (common practice £ 
whenever someone 8 

objects to a blood draw). 

Callaway recalls being surrounded by at 
least four officers at the time and, as a 
result of her anxiety disorder (which she 
allegedly disclosed to Oborski at the time of 
her arrest), began to involuntarily tremble. 

The authorities’ response to that trem¬ 
bling, the lawsuit claims, was to put a bag 
over Callaway’s head and cover her eyes, 
nose, and mouth so that she could not see 
and had difficulty breathing. Ramsey-Graham 
then prepared to take Callaway’s blood. She 
pressed a needle into Callaway’s skin, but it 
quickly popped out because of her shaking, 
and blood “spewed onto one of the officers.” 
Callaway alleges that one of the officers then 


used a choke hold, causing her to go limp. 
She also claims that she “felt the weight of a 
boot in the crook of her arm.” 

Callaway is arguing that the involved par¬ 
ties used unreasonable force throughout the 
process, and that their attempts to draw her 
blood in an improper manner in an unsani¬ 
tary environment is a violation of her Fourth 
Amendment rights, which protect her from 
unlawful searches and seizures. She did not 
specify a monetary amount regarding the 
damages she’s seeking, but the lawsuit 

notes that she suffered 
a loss of liberty, mental 
anguish, physical and 
emotional injuries, pain 
and suffering, embar¬ 
rassment, and humilia¬ 
tion, among other damag¬ 
es. It says she suffered 
from severe bruising on 
various parts of her body, 
particularly around her 
neck (due to the choke 
hold), and may have 
incurred permanent 
nerve damage. She’s 
seeking recompense for 
present and future medi¬ 
cal bills, legal fees, and 
lost wages. 

Representing Callaway 
in the lawsuit is defense 
attorney Daphne 
Silverman, a notable 
name insofar as she also 
serves as a civil attorney 
for Antonio Buehler, who first became a 
recognizable name after being arrested 
(wrongfully, it would eventually be decided) by 
Oborski. Johnson, most recently in the news 
for shooting and killing Thanksgiving night 
shooter Steve McQuilliams, also had a run- 
in with Buehler: He arrested the cop-watching 
activist on Sept. 21, 2012, for interfering 
with an arrest - something Buehler maintains 
was a violation of his First Amendment 
rights. 

Representatives from APD, TCSO, and 
Protouch did not respond to requests for 
comment on the lawsuit. - Chase Hoffberger

PRESSURE ON STATE FOR BETTER PREGNANCY CARE 


Last Thursday, Feb. 5, marked the third 
quarterly meeting of the Texas Commis¬ 
sion on Jail Standards attended by repro¬ 
ductive rights advocacy group Mama Sana/ 
Vibrant Woman - each time with the pur¬ 
pose of calling attention to the plight of 
pregnant inmates. Because little has 
changed since the TCJS meeting in Novem¬ 
ber (see “Jailed Before Birth,” Nov. 14), 
much of what was said last 
week was similar to argu¬ 
ments made before. One 
striking difference, however, 
was the number of people 
who came out to the 9am 
meeting simply to show their 
support for Mama Sana’s 
campaign. Wearing orange 
stickers reading “Texas Jail 
Commission: All Pregnant 
Women Have the Right to 
Quality Care!!,” observers 
crowded into the room at the 
William P. Clements build¬ 
ing, which was standing | 
room only by the time public £ 
testimony began. “ 

Mama Sana’s Paula X. < 

Rojas once again expressed 
hope that TCJS would implement some of 
the recommendations the group has made 
to them, including making sure that each 
jail is provided with a list of “specialized 
maternal care providers” who have 
expressed a willingness to work with preg¬ 
nant inmates. Rojas said she had spoken 
with several providers who were eager to 
offer their services. Certified Professional 
Midwife Joycelyn Romero, who works at 
the Natural Birthing Center in Salado, 
Texas, later confirmed Rojas’ assertion. In 
an email to the Chronicle, Romero wrote, 
“All women deserve to be supported and 
loved through their childbirth experience. 
From prenatal to postpartum these women 
should be loved, nurtured, and educated 
with respect.” She said that she would be 
willing to travel if necessary: “If [a jail] is 
located 50 miles away, then I drive 50 miles 
... They can’t come to me.” 

Rojas said that Mama Sana is “interested 
in collaborating in any way we can with the 
commission, but that if more than 180 days 
pass, we will consider the advice given by 
Amnesty International USA that an inde¬ 
pendent oversight mechanism be estab¬ 
lished,” i.e., Mama Sana would ask an inde¬ 
pendent auditor to evaluate TCJS’s enforce¬ 
ment of jail standards. 

Tyan Parker Dominguez, a clinical asso¬ 
ciate professor at the University of Southern 
California, told the commission that jails 
should expect that the pregnant women in 
their custody will have complications. As 
she explained to the Chronicle, “pregnancy 
is in and of itself stressful,” and that is then 
compounded by the stress of being in jail 
and separated from any support system a 


woman might have. Stress can cause pre¬ 
mature labor, among other complications. 
Not only that, but low-income women and 
women of color are both “at increased risk 
for poor birth outcomes,” and more likely to 
be arrested. “The factors make it nonsensi¬ 
cal not to do anything about it,” she argued. 
She said TCJS needs “a group of advisors 
that can help them figure out a good policy 


that respects the justice paradigm but that 
can help to inform people what is necessary 
to maintain the physical health of the peo¬ 
ple that are in the jails’ care.” 

Although TCJS has yet to implement any 
of Mama Sana’s recommendations, the 
issue has caught the attention of freshman 
state Rep. Celia Israel, D-Austin. The day 
before the TCJS meeting, Israel filed two 
bills that would require jails to collect data 
about the care pregnant inmates receive 
(see “Bill of the Week,” p.20). Texas jails are 
required by law to provide adequate “medi¬ 
cal and mental health care, including nutri¬ 
tional requirements, and any special hous¬ 
ing or work assignment needs for pregnant 
inmates.” But how well that law has been 
implemented, since being passed in 2009, is 
unclear. Israel’s bills aim to shed light on 
that, as well as on the practice of shackling 
pregnant women, which was restricted by 
another 2009 law. In her testimony, Mama 
Sana member Kellee Coleman pointed out 
that a study would help direct funding to 
jails that may not currently have the 
resources to implement the required stan¬ 
dards. 

Shela Williams, who was present at both 
last week’s and November’s meetings, has 
spoken repeatedly about her experience in 
Travis County Jail, which ended in her son 
Israel’s stillbirth last year. She presented 
TCJS at the meeting with a written com¬ 
plaint about her treatment, and later told 
the Chronicle that she is looking for a law¬ 
yer who can help her file a formal, written 
complaint with the Travis County Sheriffs 
Office. Williams, who had received prenatal 
care from Coleman before she was incarcer¬ 


ated, has not found it easy to navigate the 
complaint process, but, as an Austin resi¬ 
dent who is no longer in jail, she at least has 
had the advantage of being able to attend 
the TCJS meetings. Because Williams has 
been the lone representative of pregnant 
inmates, it can appear as though hers is the 
only complaint. 

That is not the case. Diana Claitor, exec¬ 
utive director of the Texas Jail 
Project and a longtime advocate 
for better standards, told the 
Chronicle that TJP has received 
several complaints from families 
of pregnant inmates. While many 
of these women don’t want to 
make their stories public, 
LaVandra Rushing, who is cur¬ 
rently serving a sentence at the 
Dallas County Jail and who gave 
birth to a daughter late last year 
while in custody, has been open 
about her experience - as much 
as she can be while confined to a 
jail cell. Her mother, Sandra 
Rushing, contacted TJP in 
September after becoming con¬ 
vinced that LaVandra wasn’t 
receiving adequate nutrition and 
medical attention during her pregnancy. 

The Rushings’ experience illustrates just 
how difficult it can be for an inmate and her 
family to call attention to concerns about 
standards of care. After TJP made a com¬ 
plaint with TCJS on behalf of LaVandra, 
they received a letter from the commission, 


Here’s something I never expected to see: 
a CEO of an insurance giant who has an 
actual heart, some common sense, ethics, 
and the guts to go against corporate ortho¬ 
doxy. Someone call Ripley’s Believe It or Not! 

Mark Bertolini, chief of Aetna, is boost¬ 
ing the pay of the insurance company’s low¬ 
est-paid workers to $16 an hour. Beginning in 
April, some 6,000 Aetna employees - mostly 
working in customer-service and billing jobs - 
will find a boost of up to one-third in their 
paychecks. But wait, there’s more! Aetna is 
also adjusting its company health plan so 
about 7,000 lower-income workers can get 
the same health coverage they now have, but 
pay some $4,000 a year less for it. Can you 
believe it? A health insurance break from an 
insurance company! 

Like me, you’re probably looking for the 
loophole in this deal. But, lo and behold, it 
seems to be on the up and up. Bertolini cast 

it as a commonsense business move, 


dated Oct. 10, 2014. “No violation of jail 
standards has occurred,” the letter declared. 
“HIPAA rules will not allow me to share 
confidential medical details with you or any 
other family member. What I can inform 
you is that [inmate] Rushing is receiving 
adequate medical attention.” The letter 
went on to say that, according to the doctor 
treating LaVandra, “Sandra Rushing is sat¬ 
isfied with the course of treatment [inmate] 
Rushing is receiving.” 

It’s a curious statement, in light of 
Sandra’s repeated efforts to get better care 
for her daughter and unborn granddaugh¬ 
ter. While Sandra has given both TJP and 
the Chronicle as much information about 
her daughter as she can, HIPAA laws and 
jail bureaucracy have kept her from acquir¬ 
ing LaVandra’s medical records - the only 
written documentation of whatever care 
LaVandra received - although she told the 
Chronicle in an interview this week, that 
she hopes to get copies soon. She and 
LaVandra continue to have complaints - 
LaVandra, during an interview conducted 
at the Dallas County Jail last December, 
said that, due to a lack of clean linens and 
underwear, she was having trouble caring 
for her episiotomy wound. LaVandra said 
that her public defender has been sympa¬ 
thetic to her situation, but the process of 
trying to get her sentence reduced in light 
of the circumstances has moved slowly. 

Sandra, who both works full time and 
cares for LaVandra’s children, does what 
she can for her daughter. But without the 
money to hire a private attorney or the time 
to travel to Austin, the Rushings’ com¬ 
plaints may go without further investiga¬ 
tion. The women hope that doesn’t happen. 
“I don’t want anybody else to have to go 
through this,” LaVandra said. - Amy Kamp 


noting that fairer pay lifts morale, attracts 
more top-notch employees, and helps reduce 
the $120 million a year in costs that Aetna 
now shells out because of high employee 
turnover. While the corporation will gain all of 
that, there’s a deeper element of egalitarian 
idealism in Bertolini’s moves. 

“It’s about the whole social compact,” says 
this rare CEO, who has also asked all Aetna 
executives to read Thomas Piketty’s land¬ 
mark book on the escalating price our soci¬ 
ety is paying for today’s ever-widening eco¬ 
nomic inequality. 

The most amazing thing about Bertolini’s 
decision to invest in workers and instill even 
a smidgen of democratic ethics in a corpo¬ 
rate structure - is that it’s considered amaz¬ 
ing. After all, basic fairness is a core value 
that we’re taught from the time we’re tod¬ 
dlers. As Aetna’s chief puts it to the CEO 
class, “Why can’t private industry step for¬ 
ward ... to do this?”

The Hero Returns

I f you need to find Vince Young on the 
University of Texas campus these 
days, don’t go to Darrell K. Royal- 
Texas Memorial Stadium. Instead, find the 
Flawn Academic Center (tucked between 
the Tower and the Union) and take the ele¬ 
vator to the fourth floor. There you’ll find 
the offices of the university’s Division of 
Diversity and Community Engagement 
(DDCE), and it’s there that Young reports 
to work. 

The DDCE’s mission is simple: to encour¬ 
age, create, and foster a diverse and multi¬ 
cultural campus at UT. But the division’s 
umbrella is larger than that, and under it 
they serve children as young as pre-K, have 
relationships with high schools throughout 
the state, work to engage the Austin com¬ 
munity at large, and help to expand the 
number of faculty of color. When one imag¬ 
ines where a legendary football hero will go 
when he returns home to the university and 
the city that loves him, it is most often to 
the green grass of the football field. It’s 
probably not to under-resourced high 
schools that are primarily populated by stu¬ 
dents of color. But when it came time for 
Vince Young to choose his post-football 
work, he picked the latter. Here’s why. 

On a rainy, cold Saturday earlier this 
month, Young pulled his Texas-sized truck 
into the empty parking lot outside of Hargis 
Hall, the building topped with the intri¬ 
cately decorated cupola next to the Frank 
Erwin Center at the corner of MLK and 
1-35. Dressed in jeans, boots, and a sport 
coat, he entered the nearly deserted first 
floor. When he stepped off the elevator 
upstairs, you could hear the chatter of more 
than 100 excited high school students 
attending an annual UT “Outreach Austin” 
event. That’s the DDCE initiative that, 
according to the website, “targets and 
serves underrepresented students by pro¬ 
viding college readiness enrichment 
designed to assist them in graduating from 
high school and matriculating to institu¬ 
tions of higher education.” Young often 
talks to the students involved in this pro¬ 
gram, sometimes traveling to the other UT 
Outreach locations in Dallas, Houston, San 
Antonio, and the Rio Grande Valley. 

When Young entered the room, students 
elbowed each other and whispered excited¬ 
ly. One student held up his iPad to snap a 
picture. Gregory Vincent, the vice president 
for the DDCE, says that when Young gets in 
a room with young people it is “magic” 
because “he resonates with them” and they 
are “captivated.” Young says that he knows 
when they first interact with him, high 
school students think, “Wow, Vince, this big 
superstar guy that played football and did a 
lot of great things” - and so to make them 
more comfortable, “I go in there and take 
that... cape off of the ‘athlete Vince.’” 

Young is comfortable in front of the kids. 
He immediately launches into the story of 
his own childhood and speaks candidly: 
“We [he and his two older sisters] were 
always at home by ourselves. My mom was 
strung out on drugs. I went through a lot as 
a young man.” Later, while speaking about 
the necessity of hard work, he says that 


“even though my mom was out drinking 
and smoking and having a good time, she 
went to work every morning.” In talking 
about the ripple effect of his own college 
degree, he says, “I was raised by women. 
The women in my family were true lead¬ 
ers.” And now he leads them. His mother is 
back in school, and one of his sisters now 
has a real estate license. 

Young tells the students he is proud of 
them, says he knows that things will be 
rough at times, and he encourages them to 


admit when they have difficulties and to 
lean on others. He speaks of his own men¬ 
tors: the late NFL quarterback Steve McNair 
(“I used to look up to him every day”), his 
pastor, and his former Longhorn football 
coach, Mack Brown (whom Young calls 
“Mack Daddy,” eliciting a laugh from the 
group). During the Q&A session, Young 
confesses that when he first got to UT-Austin, 
he didn’t think he’d be able to keep up with 
his peers, “I had low self-esteem” - and cred¬ 
its his wife with mentoring him. 


There is a final question. Kaliyah Martin, 
a 17-year-old from Round Rock’s Cedar 
Ridge High School, asks Young, “How are 
you planning to or how have you already 
used your leverage, your athlete status to 
change this world?” Young tells her that’s a 
good question, asks her name, and says, 
“You go, girl,” before describing his current 
job at the DDCE. “What I’m doing right now 
with my job at the University of Texas: 
speaking to first-generation [college] kids 
about how to get to college and how to be 
successful.” 

THE ATHLETE’S WHIRLWIND 

Most people who follow college football 
can recall the image of Vince Young stand¬ 
ing in shotgun formation, taking the snap 
on the 9-yard-line in the 2006 Rose Bowl. On 
fourth down, with only 26 seconds to go, 
down by 5 points in the national champion¬ 
ship game against the University of 
Southern California, Young looked for a 
moment as if he might try to pass left. 
Instead, he quickly sped to his right, run¬ 
ning into the corner of the end zone. That 
now legendary sprint gave Texas the lead 
and (after 19 more seconds of play) the 
national championship, the school’s first in 
35 years. Young scored three touchdowns 
that game, passed for 267 yards, and logged 
200 yards rushing. In short, it was one of the 
best individual performances in college 
football history. 

Following that victory, Young entered 
the NFL draft, forgoing his senior year. He 
was the third overall pick in 2006, chosen by 
the Tennessee Titans. An inspired first sea¬ 
son with Tennessee led to Young receiving 
the Rookie of the Year Award. But by the 
opening game of the 2008 season, Young 
was struggling, and had been often at odds 
with the Titans’ head coach, Jeff Fisher. 
The day after that game, Fisher called the 
Nashville police and reported that Young 
could be suicidal. 

It turned out that Young was fine. But the 
stigma of that episode, and rumors of 
Young’s lack of preparedness on the field, 
stuck with him. He barely played in 2008, 
led the Titans on a valiant and unprece¬ 
dented second-half of the season run in 
2009, but after a losing 2010 season was 
released into free agency. He played one 
more year as a backup in Philadelphia, and 
for two more years tried, unsuccessfully, to 
sign with another team. 

During his time in the NFL, Young got 
married, had three kids, returned to school 
and graduated with his bachelor’s in educa¬ 
tion (the first in his family to graduate from 
college), invested in the Vince Young 
Steakhouse, started the Vince Young 
Foundation, spent time dealing with two 
lawsuits that involved people close to him 
and a loan taken out in his name, and he 
filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy. 

On June 15, 2014, Young announced his 
retirement from the NFL. His overall record 
was 31-19, but he had thrown more inter¬ 
ceptions than touchdowns. Two months 
later, the University of Texas announced 
that Young had been hired as a develop-

ment officer in the Division of Diversity and 
Community Engagement. Headlines 
splashed that he was getting paid a “six- 
figure salary” - technically true, precisely 
$ 100 , 000 . 

On the surface, the move from retirement 
into working for the university looked easy, 
even inevitable. But Young says that “the 
transition was tough. Very hard. To give up 
the game that you’ve been playing since 
you were a kid, and then trying to figure out 
what are you going to do.” He had been in 
conversation with President Bill Powers for 
the last few years of his NFL career, trying 
to prepare for what he would do when it was 
time to stop playing ball. “When I was going 
through the transition from team to team,” 
Young says, “I was telling [Powers], ‘I want 
to be a part of the university, in any way I 
can.’ He said some good ideas that he 
thought I would be a great fit for. The 
DDCE was the fit.” 

Why is the fit so good? Young answers sim¬ 
ply, “I was the kid that we are supporting.” 

KNOCKING DOWN WALLS 

The Division of Diversity and Community 
Engagement was created in 2006, legend 
has it, after Powers and then-Vice Provost 
for Inclusion and Cross Cultural 
Effectiveness Gregory Vincent sketched it 
out on the back of a napkin. Vincent says 
the DDCE has a twofold mission. First, it’s 
intended to “make the campus more inclu¬ 
sive for faculty, staff, and students” in 
order “to have a diverse campus that 
reflects the state.” Second, the division 
helps “connect the resources of the univer¬ 
sity to the needs of the community,” a mis¬ 
sion beyond the Forty Acres and the 50,000 
people on campus. From the successful 
legal defense of the university’s admission 
policies that aim to create a multicultural 
campus, to the creation of two new depart¬ 
ments - African & African Diaspora 
Studies and the Department of Mexican- 
American and Latina/o Studies - Vincent 
says that the impact of the DDCE has been 
wide-ranging. 

“The campus is more diverse,” he says, 
but quickly notes, “Certainly we haven’t 
solved it. But what is clear is that we have 
made huge progress over these 10 years.” 


On the community engagement side, 
Vincent says they “have 300 active partner¬ 
ships with community-based organizations, 
which has led to a transformation to how 
communities feel about the university, par¬ 
ticularly those residents in East Austin.” 

The division employs roughly 400 peo¬ 
ple (including employees of the UT charter 
school system and student workers), and it 
has a large menu of programs and servic¬ 
es, among them the Gender and Sexuality 
Center, the Black Faculty and Staff 
Association, the Social Justice Institute, 
Indigenous Studies, and the University of 


Texas Elementary School. Vince Young, 
though an important figure, is one of 
many. He enjoys this part of the job, say¬ 
ing that one of his favorite aspects of his 
work is “interacting with the team [at 
DDCE], listening to the creativity we have 
around here.” 

Young’s work at the DDCE falls into two 
categories: working with high school stu¬ 
dents in underserved populations, and 
fundraising for the programs that allow 
him to work with those students. Young 
says this is particularly fitting for him 
because “I used to be in the same shoes 


and position that these kids are in. I can 
help the awareness, not only for the kids, 
but from the parents’ perspective of how to 
get to a great school like the University of 
Texas.” One of the biggest problems for 
the population of students that he and the 
DDCE are trying to help is that many, if 
they attend college, will be the first in their 
family to ever do so. There’s a knowledge 
gap there, Young says. “Some parents 
don’t know [how to help their children] 
because they never went to college. So the 
kid cannot turn to his mom or dad, or who¬ 
ever is in the household. 

“A lot of kids hit that brick wall their 
senior year [of high school],” Young says. 
“T’ve done everything I’m supposed to do 
in my grade, how do I get to college now?”’ 
UT Outreach has the answer, and Young 
now serves as their messenger. 

The division is honest about what Young 
brings to the table. Robiaun Charles, the 
associate vice president and executive 
director of development, is in charge of fun¬ 
draising and philanthropy for the DDCE. 
She says that Young’s impact has been 
“incredible and very positive.” With his 
famous name, “he brings instant notoriety 
to the work we’re doing.” He is able, she 
says, to open doors “to individuals to hear 
the story to DDCE who might not under¬ 
stand the importance of it or might not 
readily respond.” In other words, when it is 
Young calling, phones are answered more 
quickly. And while it is important, Charles 
says, that he can “provide access to broader 
audiences to potential supporters,” his true 
worth is that he is able to speak “personally 
about why these programs are important to 
him” based on his own background. 

Still, Young’s new position is not without 
scrutiny. His $100,000 paycheck puts him 
well above the $50,000 average of UT 
employees, even above the $80,000 average 
for 20-year-veteran tenured professors. For 
this year, he’s being paid from a special 
presidential account allocated directly by 
Powers; next year, the DDCE will officially 
assume the salary line. That amount, com¬ 
ing on the heels of Young’s bankruptcy fil¬ 
ing, and no hard data yet on his financial 
impact in this job, can evoke questions 
about the entire arrangement.

Tom Palaima, a professor in the Classics 
Department and an outspoken critic of 
major athletics at UT, says that there is also 
the issue of Young’s educational prepara¬ 
tion going into this high-paying position, 
and if he should be the one representing UT 
academics to aspiring future Longhorns. 
Palaima thinks it is “bad policy to tap into 
the glamour of a Vince Young as a sports 
star to sell youngsters on getting an educa¬ 
tion.” Young, Palaima argues, is a quintes¬ 
sential example of how big-time athletics 
interferes with or hinders the educational 
aspirations of young athletes. Young’s 
background is “not the kind ... we need in 
people championing changing the system. 
His hiring is just more of the same.” 

On the other hand, 

Kevin Robbins, sports- 
writer at the Austin 
American-Statesman 
and a senior lecturer in 
the UT School of 
Journalism, says that 
Young functions as a 
powerful symbol both on 
campus and throughout 
the state, of “what’s pos¬ 
sible at Texas.” And the 
symbolism of Young, 
even if it functions pri¬ 
marily as a public rela¬ 
tions move for the uni¬ 
versity or for the DDCE in particular, is 
being used to focus attention on a particular 
message and a particular group of students. 
While the university “could have had any 
make-work kind of job for him,” Robbins 
says, instead “they found one that seems to 
have meaning. If someone is going to do 
this particular job at this particular school, 
he’s probably the person to do it.” 

Patrick Patterson, assistant vice presi¬ 
dent of the Longhorn Center for School 
Partnerships, says it succinctly: “He opens 
up doors. He opens up doors for the DDCE, 
and we are going to open up as many doors 
as possible.” 

THE LONG GAME 

Young does still participate in the UT 
athletics program. “With the guys,” he says, 
meaning the football players, “I go talk to 
them a lot.” He also helps with recruitment 


(“girls’ basketball, all sports,” he notes) by 
“meet[ing] the parents, kind of giv[ing] 
them the perspective from the athletic side 
of it, how gracious and good [the athletic 
department] is, how much they support 
you.” And you can see him as a commenta¬ 
tor on the Longhorn Network. “I pretty 
much help the university, period,” he says. 
“If they call or send a request form over 
here, need me to do anything, I try to be 
there for everybody.” 

Patterson says that his “goal for Vince is 
for people to know him as an educator, an 
academic, not so much the athlete.” 
Patterson tells a story to illustrate his point. 
He was recently showing a high school stu¬ 
dent around campus, and when they visited 
one particular classroom, former Longhorn 
star and NFL running 
back Ricky Williams was 
a student in the class. “I 
walk the student up, 
have a conversation with 
Mr. Williams,” Patterson 
says. It’s only afterward 
that he realized the stu¬ 
dent didn’t recognize 
Williams, other than as a 
UT student. Patterson 
laughs at the recollec¬ 
tion. “One day, young 
people are not going to 
know that about Vince, 
not going to care that he 
was an athlete. They are going to know him 
as an educated man, conveying the story 
about how important an education is.” 

Young has goals of his own. Looking 
forward, he says he would like “to be on 
the Board of Regents.” But “as a team 
goal” at the DDCE, “I’d like to raise as 
much money for the DDCE to help these 
kids and the programs that we have.” No 
matter what, he sees himself at UT for the 
foreseeable future, “unless they tell me to 
get out of here,” he jokes - a very unlikely 
turn of events. 

At the end of his session with the stu¬ 
dents from UT Outreach Austin, Young 
asks them what they learned from his talk. 
The students shout out answers: “Believe 
in yourself!” “Don’t be afraid to ask for 
help!” “Hard work pays off!” “Texas is the 
best!” So far, so good. The students are get¬ 
ting his message. ■

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A miles-long traffic jam on 1-20 near Tuscaloosa, Ala., on Jan. 25 and 
on into the next morning was caused by an 18-wheeler that jackknifed and 
overturned when the 57-year-old driver took his hands off the wheel to pull out 
a tooth with his fingers. Efforts to haul the truck from the roadside required 
an hours-long detour of traffic off of the interstate. (The driver's mission was 
successful; he had the tooth in his pocket when rescued.) 


Unclear on the Concept 

Luis Moreno Jr., 26, was pursued by police 
in Fort Lee, N.J., after he entered the carpool 
lane approaching the George Washington 
Bridge in January because he appeared to be 
alone in his SUV. After ignoring several sig¬ 
nals to pull over, he finally stopped and, when 
informed of his offense, told the officer, “I 
have two passengers in the back” and rolled 
down a window to show them (in the vehicle’s 
third row), apparently satisfying the officer. 
However, as Moreno pulled away, one passen¬ 
ger began screaming and banging on the 
back door. Moreno sped off with his hostag¬ 
es, but was subsequently stopped again and 
charged with kidnapping and criminal restraint 
(but no HOV violation!). 

Mike Montemayor, until recently a county 
commissioner in Laredo, Texas, pleaded guilty 
to bribery charges in June and had argued in 
January 2015 that he should get a light sen¬ 
tence because, after all, he had subsequently 
helped FBI agents in a sting against three other 
officials accused of bribery. However, the prose¬ 
cutor immediately countered that Montemayor 
had in fact tried to steal the recording devices 
and Apple computer the FBI had furnished him 
to do the undercover work. (He got six years in 
prison and a $109,000 fine.) 

Compelling Explanations 

Lame: 1) Briton Roberto Collins, 51, was 
sentenced to 13 months in jail by Manchester 
Crown Court in January after being caught 
standing on a ladies’ room toilet and peering 
into the next stall. He told police he stood up 
only to better scratch an itch and was in the 
ladies’ room only because, wearing faulty 
glasses, he thought it was the men’s room. 

2) Scotsman Dean Gilmartin, 25, actually per¬ 


suaded a judge at Perth Sheriff Court in 
January of his “innocence” - that he might 
not have been masturbating at the front win¬ 
dow of his home. He admitted he was nude 
(changing clothes), but pointed out that he 
plays musical instruments and was probably 
just picking out tunes on his ukulele (rather 
than “holding” his genitals and moving “side 
to side,” as a neighbor had charged). 

Explanation for Child-Porn Possession Never 
Before Heard: Poet Les Merton, 70, denied in 
January that he had ever abused children, but 
had a more difficult time explaining why a 
child-porn website had his credit card informa¬ 
tion. Merton holds the appointed title of 
Cornish bard in Cornwall, England, and is the 
author of The Official Encyclopaedia of the 
Cornish Pasty - and explained in Truro Crown 
Court that he must have mindlessly entered 
his credit card information while researching 
the 19th century Russian figure Rasputin. 

New World Order 

Last year in Middle East school markets, the 
worldwide publishing giant HarperCollins was 
selling a popular atlas whose maps pretended 
there was no such country as Israel. The 
space that is Israel was merged into Jordan, 
Syria, and Gaza. The company said it was 
merely honoring “local preferences” of poten¬ 
tial atlas purchasers, whom HarperCollins pre¬ 
sumed were Arabs wishing that Israel did not 
exist. (In January 2015, the company finally 
changed course, publicly “regretted” its deci¬ 
sion, and recalled all existing stock.) 

Montanan John Abarr told The Great Falls 
Tribune in November that his Rocky Mountain 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan opposes the 
“new world order” pushing a “one govern¬ 
ment” system on the planet - but also stands 


against discrimination based on race, religion, 
or sexual orientation. “White supremacy is 
the old Klan,” he said. “This is the new Klan” 
(except that, he said, robes and hoods will 
still be required, along with “secret rituals”). 

The New Normal: In January, Mittens the 
kitten and Charcoal the Chihuahua mix made 
news as hermaphrodites whose veterinarians 
had recommended which gender the since- 
adopted strays should retain. Mittens, of the 
town of Heart’s Desire, Newfoundland, was 
scheduled for “gender assignment” surgery 
to become solely male, and Charcoal, of 
Boise, Idaho, is recovering from mid-January 
surgery to leave her exclusively female. News 
reports did not disclose why “male” was cho¬ 
sen for Mittens, but the doctor said correcting 
Charcoal’s pre-surgery problem, urination, 
would be less stressful as a female. 

What Researchers Do 

“Entomologists are not like other people,” 
Wired.com reported in January, revealing that 
two of them had “proudly” issued “birth” 
announcements for the “human bot fly” 
whose larvae one had let gestate beneath 
his skin for two months. Scientist Piotr 
Naskrecki and photographer Gil Wizen had 
been inadvertently bitten while on assign¬ 
ment in Belize and decided the egg-laying 
“attack” on a human was an important 
opportunity for research. After all, Naskrecki 
said, he had never seen an adult bot fly 
“crawl out” of its host. 

Fine Points of the Law 

The Supreme Court of Canada turned down 
Joel Ifergan’s appeal in January, leaving his 
winning-number lottery ticket from 2008 
worthless. He had bought two tickets sec¬ 
onds before the 9pm deadline on May 23 of 
that year, and the tickets had started to print 
on the store’s machine, but only the first one 
carried that day’s date. By the time the sec¬ 
ond one - with winning numbers for the $27 
million jackpot - had gone through the lot¬ 
tery’s central computer system and back to 
the store’s printer, the program had already 
kicked over to the following day and to the 
next week’s drawing. 

Undignified Deaths 

1) Police in Seville, Spain, reported in 
November that a 23-year-old medical student 
visiting from Poland accidentally fell to her 
death at the famous Puente de Triana bridge 
when she maneuvered herself into position 
on a ledge to take a “selfie.” It was the third 
“selfie” death on the Iberian peninsula in 
five months; in August a tourist couple (both 
also from Poland) fell to their deaths while 
posing for their photo at Cabo de Roca, 
Portugal. 2) In January, a tourist visiting the 
Spanish island of Ibiza with her boyfriend 
jumped up joyously as he proposed marriage 
to her, lost her balance and fell 65 feet off a 
cliff to her death.

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Stephen Mills observes Belle Redux dancers, 
with Michelle Thompson as Belle 
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A Different Beast 

FOR BALLET AUSTIN’S BELLE REDUX, STEPHEN 
MILLS TAKES AN INNOVATIVE APPROACH TO 
BEAUTY AND THE BEAST by Robert Faires 


You know the Disney version, no doubt. 
Perhaps you know the Cocteau version, too. 
You may even know that late-Eighties version 
on the tube starring Linda Hamilton and Ron 
Perlman (or the Kristin Kreuk-Jay Ryan 
remake currently on the CW). But just 
because you’re familiar with Beauty and the 
Beast in one form or other, don’t assume 
that Ballet Austin’s version is 
simply more of the same. This 
isn’t another hoop-skirt-and- 
knee-breeches period retelling, 
heavy on the fangs and fur. 

There isn’t a buckled shoe in 
sight, and you’ll find neither 
hide nor hair of, well, hide or 
hair. For Belle Redux/A Tale of Beauty & the 
Beast, premiering this weekend, BA Artistic 
Director Stephen Mills has conjured a very 
different Beast - and Beauty, too. 

Indeed, that was the charge from the enti¬ 
ty that commissioned this ballet, 3M. Yes, 
you read that right. The multinational manu¬ 
facturer that gave us Scotch Tape commis¬ 
sioned this work from Ballet Austin - not 
because of its love of dance but because of 
its interest in innovation. Dr. Joaquin 
Delgado, executive vice president of 3M’s 
Health Care Business Group in Minneapolis, 
considers innovation - the act of improving

something, making it more effective or 
engaging - integral to the corporation’s suc¬ 
cess and way of working. A few years back, 
when he was heading 3M’s Austin division, 
he worried that its distinctive value was 
being lost as more and more people used it 
interchangeably with invention, the act of 
making something new. Having seen Mills’ 
innovative incorporation of 
shadow puppetry into his bal¬ 
let of The Magic Flute, Delgado 
felt the choreographer would 
be an ideal ally for spreading 
the gospel of innovation, and 
so commissioned a ballet from 
Mills to that specific end. 

This wasn’t a challenge that Mills took 
lightly. “To be able to take an idea and 
expand it without eliminating it is not an easy 
task and is an art form unto itself,” he wrote 
in a blog post about Belle Redux. But he felt 
that in La Belle et la Bete - as the story was 
titled when it appeared in France in 1740 - 
he had a tale that has inspired innovation 
from the start. Just 16 years after Gabrielle- 
Suzanne Barbot de Villeneuve published the 
original, Jeanne-Marie LePrince de Beaumont 
produced an abridged version that has

become better known than the source. Jean 
Cocteau famously adapted it for film in 1946, 
then in 1994 Philip Glass composed an oper¬ 
atic score to be performed in concert with 
the screen version. The hit cartoon created 
for Disney by writer Linda Woolverton, lyricist 
Howard Ashman, and composer Alan Menken 
was translated from animated film to live- 
action theatre. And so on and so on. 

In taking on this oft-told tale, Mills decid¬ 
ed to strip it of many of its most familiar 
elements: the period setting; the enchanted 
objects in the Beast’s castle; the woolly¬ 
headed, monstrous look of the Beast and 
his magical transformation back into a hand¬ 
some human form; even the fairy-tale 
romance that provides for that change. In 
their place are darker elements, both figura¬ 
tively and literally. The set and costumes by 
designer Michael Raiford are primarily 
shades of black and gray, evocative of noir 
thrillers, as is Graham Reynolds’ tense, 
brooding score. Taking a cue from designer 
Alexander McQueen, Raiford outfits the 
dancers in stark, form-fitting clothes with 
futuristic flourishes out of some dark 
dream. The Beast is distinguished by a 
bright red vertical stripe running from his 
waist up his bare torso, throat, and face to 
the top of his head. He is less cursed than 
marked by life. 

That’s not to say that there is no love in 
Mills’ adaptation. There is, and in its way 
may prove as powerful for audiences as 
those in other versions of Beauty and the 
Beast. Belle comes to love the Beast and 
chooses to stay with him after recognizing 
that she has her own beast within. “You 
might consider it an animal aspect or you 
might consider it a different facet of her per¬ 
sonality,” Mills has written. “And we all strug¬ 
gle with this dichotomy, and we can all relate 
to it. Beauty and beast. Day and night. Light 
and dark. Love and hate.” It’s a struggle that 
is always with us, no matter how we appear, 
and thus when Belle chooses Beast, he con¬ 
tinues, it isn’t “to escape or to be rescued - 
but to simply help make life’s journey better. 
And that is beautiful.” 

And some might also 
call it innovative. ■

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Waxing Queer 

Performance artist Silky Shoemaker opens the doors to 
queer culture’s lost past with her gay wax museum

“I have a crew of awesome dyke carpen¬ 
ters coming into town from around the 
country,” says Silky Shoemaker with a wry 
smile; reveling in the delicious truth of a 
stereotype at once confirmed and subvert¬ 
ed, “and I have full faith in their abilities.” 

Those hammer-wielding lesbians will be 
literally raising the walls on an ambitious 
artistic project 10-plus years in the making: 
the world’s first gay wax museum, a multi¬ 
artist installation curated by Shoemaker. I 
recall her telling me with 
earnest excitement about 
her idea for creating a gay 
wax museum nearly a 
decade ago. I’m not alone 
in remembering this; in 
2007, New Mexico-based 
painter and curator 
Harmony Hammond 
wrote of Shoemaker’s 
“campy, excessive sensi¬ 
bility,” and excitedly laud¬ 
ed her “scheme of creat¬ 
ing the world’s first gay 
wax museum.” 

“The funny thing is,” 
says Shoemaker, “the 
project hasn’t really evolved or changed 
much in 10 years; it’s only now that I have 
the opportunity to realize it.” Equal parts 
pedagogy and party, Shoemaker’s installa¬ 
tion will debut opening night of upstart film 
and arts festival, OUTsider. She describes it 
as consisting of human-scaled dioramas, 
each inhabiting a 5’x5’ footprint, depicting 
lost and overlooked moments of queer his¬ 
tory (see “On Display”). Yet there’s a catch: 
The figures in Shoemaker’s museum aren’t 
necessarily made of wax. “Each artist has 


chosen the materials they want to work 
with,” says Shoemaker, “but wax is impor¬ 
tant conceptually; just the other day I was 
talking to Kay Turner [Girls in the Nose 
co-founder and Brooklyn folklorist], and 
she was talking about wax as a distinctly 
queer medium. It’s trans and fluid; it has 
ritualistic and sacred uses. I like that.” 
Wax’s pliability, its ability to be molded, 
melted, and remade informs the politics 
behind Shoemaker’s project as well as her 
storied history in Austin’s 
queer communities. 

Shoemaker’s meaningful, 
if sometimes quiet, hand is 
evident in many of the per¬ 
mutations of Austin’s 
queer public culture since 
2005; she was a co-founder 
of Camp Camp as well as 
GayBiGayGay and Queer- 
Bomb! Organizing fellow 
queer artists under the 
ethos of D.I.Together 
(instead of DIY) has been a 
central artistic tenet for 
Shoemaker and is crucial 
to the success of her 
upcoming installation. In the months leading 
up to OUTsider, Shoemaker made contact 
with artists who have tackled queer history in 
their work and also put out an open call to 
artists via a dedicated project website. 
Shoemaker plans to compensate artists for 
their contributions with a minimum of $500. 
“If there’s anything that I feel is missing, it’s 
that there aren’t many artists of color repre¬ 
sented,” says Shoemaker. “That’s a real fail¬ 
ing. But I hope that will change as the project 
continues to grow.”

ON DISPLAY 


To give you a feel for what the gay wax museum will feature, here are descriptions from a couple of contributing artists. 


Name: Paige Gratland 

Home Base: Vancouver, BC 

How do you identify? Canadian artist, queer 

PGP (Preferred Gender Pronoun): She 

The installation: My installation references a previous body of work called 
Celebrity Lezbian Fist (2008) in which I cast the hands of famed and favorite 
queer cultural icons. For the gay wax museum, I will ceremonially add Cynthia 
Slater’s fist to the collection with honorary stand-in, pioneering theorist Gayle 
Rubin. The materials of the installation are wax, leather, and Crisco. 

I first read about Cynthia Slater in Patrick Moore’s book Beyond Shame. 
The image of her as the only female participant at the Catacombs, a late 
Seventies gay male fisting club in San Francisco, stayed with me. Her fear¬ 
less pursuit of pleasure and transcendence changed the sexual culture 
around her, also influencing the late 1980s/early Nineties Los Angeles 
sex-and-art scene, typified by Ron Athey, Catherine Opie, and Bob 
Flanagan. Slater advocated for safe sex practices, AIDS education, con¬ 
sent, mixed gender/mixed orientation play spaces and support groups. 
Plus, as Gayle Rubin points out in her essay “The Catacombs: A Temple of 
the Butthole,” Slater brought other women into the Catacombs and conse¬ 
quently “taught lesbians how to party.” 

How do you hope viewers of the gay wax museum will react? Any way 

they want, that’s our queer right! 


Name: Sailor Holladay 
Home Base: Portland, Oregon 

How do you identify? I represent the stealthy female-assigned, female-perceived, post-testosterone, still-trans- 
but-with-female-passing-privilege people. I get paid to help low-income people build assets around Oregon, write 
film reviews, and edit other people’s writing. I also write creative nonfiction and am completing a memoir; I stitch 
and crochet ambitious textile projects, and watch a lot of film. 

PGP (Preferred Gender Pronoun): I try to use pronouns for myself as little as possible, but she and they are fine. 
The installation: One of my collaborators, Kate Robinson, and I responded to a call that Silky put out a few years 
ago. We pulled in our friend Heather Hall, a sound artist and electronic musician, and have been basking in the 
project for the last few months. Our scene centers around a visual interpretation of Gertrude Stein’s poem, “Lifting 
Belly.” In our scene, Stein and Alice B. Toklas are in a room engaged in cunnilingus with objects from Stein’s book 
Tender Buttons shelved and strewn around them. Each object has a number and visitors can participate in a cell¬ 
phone tour of the objects. Each Tender Buttons object has a different queer woman who recorded her voice reading 
the work. There are over 30 queer women who’ve recorded these Tender Buttons objects. And there is an accom¬ 
panying booklet with the Tender Buttons poems, contributor portraits, bios, alongside their thoughts on cunnilingus, 
desire, and nostalgia. Both Kate Robinson and I have Gertrude Stein-themed tattoos; hers is a portrait of Gertrude 
and mine consists of Gertrude Stein and Alice B. Toklas’ names. Gertrude represents the outliers, the exiles, the 
gender non-conforming, the language non-conforming, the sapiosexual. 

How do you hope viewers of the gay wax museum will react? Experimental writing, like other experiments, 
can put us temporarily in the society that we want to live in. My hope is that our viewers will see our installation 
and Gertrude’s language as a temporary autonomous zone where their desires (and by desire I mean something 
they want that hasn’t happened yet) are necessary to create the society we want. - A.C. 
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Curran Nault, OUTsider artistic director, 
says Shoemaker’s wax museum “was the 
very first thing I decided to program. As 
such, it represents the beating heart of 
OUTsider.” Indeed, the project will be the 
sustained note in OUTsider’s jaunty pro¬ 
gram of local and national queer acts. 
Installed in the lobby of Salvage Vanguard 
Theater, where many of OUTsider’s events 
will take place, “Silky’s gay wax museum,” 
Nault says, “is such a brilliant concept that 
conjures all sorts of fantastical queer possi¬ 
bilities and forgotten queer histories.” 

A consistent concern in Shoemaker’s 
practice has been to draw attention to the 
necessity of memorializing overlooked 
moments and figures from queer history. 
During GayBiGayGay in 2013, Shoemaker 
worked alongside screenprinter Sym 
Coronado (aka Sym Prole, Merci 
Killingspree) so that folks could silkscreen 
queer figures such as Divine, Cookie 
Mueller, Queen Latifah, and E.T. in drag 
(yes, that E.T.) onto a variety of GayBiGayGay 
swag. Similarly, in preparation for an early 
iteration of QueerBomb!, Shoemaker con¬ 
structed a number of cardboard cut-outs of 
oft-forgotten queer figures such as Sylvia 
Rivera, Stonewall rioter and founder of the 
Street Transvestite Action Revolutionaries. 

“Gay ghosts” such as Rivera or Haitian-born 
poet Assotto Saint show up in many of 
Shoemaker’s projects and will make appear¬ 
ances in the gay wax museum. “Personally 
these are the people and the moments that 


interest and inspire me as a human,” says 
Shoemaker. “So many of these people and 
events were purposefully excluded from histo¬ 
ry, because they don’t fit into the narrative 
dominant storytellers wish to tell. Because they 
are queerly gendered, dirty, sexy, and ugly.” 

In the days leading up to the gay wax 
museum’s debut, it’s not difficult to imag¬ 
ine what to expect from Shoemaker’s new 
venture. A festive focus on non-canonical 
moments of gay history, all housed within a 
makeshift structure - the visible product of 
the combined brain and muscle power of 
dozens of queer people. Considering the 
installation, Shoemaker says, “it makes me 
realize there’s so much I don’t know. So 
many stories. Once you start scratching the 
surface, there’s always more.” 

Shoemaker hopes this is the first of many 
iterations of the gay wax museum. Each, no 
doubt, will bring out an entourage of queers 
to help raise the walls. ■

Bedtime Wonders 

Zach Theatre’s Peter and the Starcatcher brings 
storytelling magic to the tale of how Peter Pan came to be

Recall the last time someone told you a 
bedtime story. You crawled into bed, buried 
yourself under piles of blankets, closed your 
eyes, and imagined the events as they 
were described to you. There were no 
visual effects, music, or Hollywood 
actors to guide you through the jour¬ 
ney, just the words of your storyteller 
and your own imagination melding 
together to bring the tale to 
life. As adults, opportunities 
to experience stories in this 
way often dwindle or disap¬ 
pear. Happily, Zach Theatre’s 
Peter and the Starcatcher 
provides an engrossing 
adventure of this very type, 
using a talented ensemble 
of gifted storytellers to illus¬ 
trate a prequel to J.M. Barrie’s beloved Peter 
Pan that awakens our inner child. 

Though it certainly could rely upon elabo¬ 
rate sets and the other frills afforded to a 
theatre of its caliber, Zach does not use high 
production values as a crutch here. That’s 
not to say they aren’t present. Scott Groh’s 
top-notch ship set looks as though it could 


literally transport the audience to the mysti¬ 
cal island of Rundoon, where the characters 
find themselves in the play’s latter half. The 
same atmosphere is evoked by Michael 
McDonald’s authentic-looking period 
costumes and Matthew Webb’s fan¬ 
tastical lighting design. These impec¬ 
cable elements lend themselves to 
this pr e-Peter Pan world without hog¬ 
ging the spotlight. Instead, 
it is the actors who create 
this production’s starstuff 
- magic, that is - in setting 
the scene. In a play that 
begs much patience from 
its audience, this remark¬ 
able ensemble never loses 
stamina, creating crashing 
ocean waves from a single 
length of rope, flying cats from mops, and 
fairies from flashlights. Further, each actor 
impressively portrays a vast array of charac¬ 
ters, anything from a Lost Boy to a mermaid 
with a Scottish accent. This is all realized by 
Michael Baron’s sharp and seamless direc¬ 
tion, which enables the story to unfold with¬ 
out missing a beat.

As the boy who never grows up, Josean 
Rodriguez injects an absolutely essential 
youthful energy into his role. At this point 
in time, poor Peter is merely a nameless 
orphan who knows little else apart from his 
hatred of the adults who have consistently 
mistreated him. He is accompanied by two 
soon-to-be Lost Boys, Prentiss and Ted (Luke 
Linsteadt and Nicolas Garza, respectively, 
both of whom give strong performances 
throughout). The three board their ship, The 
Neverland, mistakenly thinking they will serve 
as helpers to the King of Rundoon once they 
arrive on the island. They find a friend and 
determined leader in Molly Aster (playfully 
portrayed by a tireless Sara Burke), the pre¬ 
cocious young daughter of Lord Aster (Jamie 
Goodwin), and guardian of some incredibly 
precious cargo. 


Of course, every hero needs his adversary 
- or vice-versa, according to Black Stache, 
played by J. Robert Moore. Moore’s perfor¬ 
mance as he tries to steal Molly’s treasure is 
downright hilarious; he has all the pomp and 
flair of a Disney villain, plus a swashbuckling 
sense of comic timing. Moore consistently 
brings the laughs, and watching his transfor¬ 
mation into Captain Hook is a comic peak in 
the production. 

Peter combines beloved characters 
with gifted performers for a show that 
transports its audience to a familiar but 
forgotten place of childlike inquisitiveness 
and imagination. “To have faith is to have 
wings,” Molly tells us, and this production’s 
captivating storytelling will leave even the 
most adamant realist believing he can fly 
to Neverland.

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THE TRUE STORY OF BONNIE AND CLYDE 


“There’s a musi¬ 
cal about Bonnie and 
Clyde?” you ask. Yes, 
indeed. In fact, there 
are several musicals 
centered on the fabled couple, with Frank 
Wildhorn’s 2011 Broadway iteration likely the 
most well-known. The installment currently 
onstage at City Theatre is an original retelling 
by John Cecil and Crank Collective titled The 
True Story of Bonnie and Clyde. But there is 
a caveat from the chorus of performers who 
open the show: “More than half of it is true.” 

At just under an hour, this is an espe¬ 
cially brief musical that touches on all of 
the familiar elements (at least to me) of the 
Bonnie and Clyde story. The highlight of the 
script is, perhaps, the creative frame through 


which the plot is told. 
Audrey Acosta plays 
newspaper reporter 
Caroline, whose crime 
beat lays out the story 
of Bonnie Parker and Clyde Barrow as it 
unfolds onstage. Fellow reporter Thomas (Carl 
Guthrie) rounds out the journalistic duo, who 
might now and again stretch the truth in favor 
of catchy headlines. This unique window into 
the notorious story serves a variety of func¬ 
tions: It allows for exposition that isn’t too 
heavy-handed while at the same time creat¬ 
ing space for observation and commentary. 
Through the use of Caroline and Thomas, 

Cecil and Crank Collective connect Bonnie 
and Clyde’s misadventures to the media and 
public in a creative way, asking “What if?”

The music is folksy, evoking the spirit of the 
piece appropriately. Though the songs some¬ 
times trade dramatic function for especially 
simple forms and lyric structures that feature 
a great deal of repetition, the instrumenta¬ 
tion (courtesy of musicians Chris La Cava, 
Jonathan Hoyle, Jason Silverberg, and Cecil) 
does provide some added dimension and vari¬ 
ety. As Bonnie, Megan Ortiz’s strong vocals 
contribute much to the sound of the score. 

As I sat watching The True Story of Bonnie 
and Clyde, I experienced a bit of deja vu. I 
flashed back on a previous Crank Collective 
production at City Theatre, Alamo Aftermath: A 
Texas Revolution Operetta. In my review of that 
show, I commented that it would be “particular¬ 
ly suited ... [to] history museums, elementary 
and middle school classrooms, and reenact¬ 
ment sites.” The True Story of Bonnie and Clyde 
strikes me as much in the same vein - except, 
perhaps, that its audience might skew slightly 
older (it’s a little mature for the very young 
kids). For a story about gangsters who offed 
their fair share of people, Crank’s Bonnie and 
Clyde features a surprisingly low danger/action 
element in its staging. But this makes it all 
the more appropriate for educational settings 
where families can attend such a production 
together. The stylized action and occasional 
underacting do sometimes slow the pace of 
the production, but the material and minimalist 
staging provide the fodder for Crank Collective 
to take the show on the road as part of its 
unique brand of offerings. - Adam Roberts

Contemporary reconstructions of World 
War II anti-tank measures meet photographs 
of London meet studies of light in Adam 
Crosson’s “Soft Wax.” Make no mistake: This 
is an incredibly dense exhibition, and Crosson 
asks a lot of his audience with the many subtle 
details embedded in the work here. But if you 
put in the time to study the individual pieces 
and the exhibition as a whole, you’ll be greatly 
rewarded with a true conceptual wonder. 

Architecture enthusiasts will notice the 
study’s influence on Crosson’s work. His 
sharp lines and focus on structure find inclu¬ 
sion in almost every piece on display. A grad¬ 
uate of the University of Arkansas’ architec¬ 
ture program, Crosson admittedly has worked 
to compromise the fundamentals of his 
building background with his imaginative and 
often experimental work by breaking some 
of architecture’s cardinal rules. It’s a tension 
that works to Crosson’s advantage. His work 
not only bears the mark of strong form but 
also creates a well-designed exhibition space 
for Pump Project’s main gallery. 

Crosson’s Czech Hedgehog stands at the 
heart of the gallery. His recreation of the 
defense device of the same name is com¬ 
posed of fluorescent light fixtures. It’s a 
nod to notable contemporary artists such as 
Dan Flavin and Chul Hyun Ahn that still feels 
like a uniquely powerful statement from 
Crosson. Like the architectural touches, light 
plays a part in much of “Soft Wax.” The pho¬ 
tographs Occidental Geometries, Greenwich 


Foot Tunnel and Occidental Geometries, 
Whitechapel Lane both depict light sources 
that sit just slightly out of frame. It’s a soft 
complement to the overt brightness of the 
aforementioned Hedgehog and serve to 
illuminate distinctly personalized moments 
against the detached and impersonal nature 
of Crosson’s sculptures. 

Crosson’s two cement-based structures 
sit at opposite ends of the gallery and seem 
to physically anchor the space. One Leg to 
Stand On, a combination of plaster, cement, 
and steel rods with custom hardware, was 
a prototype from when Crosson first imag¬ 
ined making a Czech hedgehog. The upright 
sculpture holds the exact measurements of 
the actual anti-tank obstacle, another one of 
the thoughtful details that Crosson peppers 
throughout the show. 21B, however, carries a 
story specific to itself. Crosson remarks that 
it was, in fact, this piece that helped inform 
the work that was to become “Soft Wax.” 21B 
depicts a soft cushion crafted out of cement, 
copper pipe, and washers. Using a folded 
acetate mold, its cement ripples create a per¬ 
fect portrait of the cushions on an airplane 
seat slouched against the gallery wall. It is 
a piece that communicates Crosson’s humor 
in shrewd fashion and offers a smart way to 
close out “Soft Wax” as a whole. 

Crosson undeniably puts a lot on the table 
with “Soft Wax,” but it’s a show that expertly 
intertwines a historical narrative with a con¬ 
temporary aesthetic. - Caitlin Greenwood

Cattail Marsh, on the western edge of Beaumont, has some¬ 
where around 200 resident alligators. The wetlands are really a 
wastewater treatment plant disguised as a nature preserve. The grav¬ 
el trails are levees around filtration cells or ponds that also provide 
prime habitats for the alligators and other wildlife in the tall grasses. 

Dogs and horses are welcome to join the bikers and hikers fol¬ 
lowing the trails along Hillebrandt Bayou. There are more than 900 
acres of wildlife habitat to explore at the water treatment facility. 

There is nothing noticeable that indicates this is a water treat¬ 
ment system for the city other than a sign at the gate. After being 
filtered at a nearby plant, the water is run through the ponds before 
joining the bayou. A by-product of the process is a wildlife sanctuary. 

The sights at the nature preserve are amazing. Water birds fish 
among the thick clusters of cattails and bulrush that can grow up 
to 10 feet tall. When startled, the ducks run across the water 
before taking flight. There is even a pair of American bald eagles 
nesting in a pine tree on the opposite bank of the bayou. 

The wetland is part of Tyrrell Park, which includes the botanical 
gardens, picnic areas, and a golf course. 

Cattail Marsh is a short distance south of 1-10 at the Walden 
Road exit in Beaumont. Admission to the trails is free during day¬ 
light hours.

LOCAL BRAND TAKES CHOCOLATE-MAKING SRSLY 




It’s no surprise when people moon over 
chocolate. After all, everything from its rich 
taste and smooth texture to its mood-boost¬ 
ing power and antioxidants is constantly cel¬ 
ebrated. But it takes a little something more 
than puppy love to pursue the chemistry and 
art of artisanal chocolate-making. It takes 
some serious dedication. 

With his Alton Brown-esque confidence, 
SRSLY Chocolate’s Bob Williamson is the type 
of person you want on your team for pub triv¬ 
ia. One gets the sense that once he becomes 
interested in a subject, he quickly gains 
expertise. “I’ve always been interested in dif¬ 
ferent food processes,” Williamson 
says. “I’ve worked making cheese, 
brewing beer ... I’ve always looked 
for the right food process that had 
everything I was interested in.” 

Chocolate would prove to be just 
the thing. While baking chocolate 
croissants to sell at a farmers’ mar¬ 
ket, he decided to try making the chocolate 
from scratch. Thus began an obsession. 

The obsession eventually led to suc¬ 
cess. Williamson’s labor of love can now be 
found on the shelves at Wheatsville Co-op, 
Whole Foods Market, and some specialty 
stores, but it took Williamson and his wife, 
Robin Simoneaux-Williamson, relocating an 
almost 3-year-old operation to get there. 
“Austin may be a little more conducive to a 


craft chocolate-maker,” Williamson says. 
“[Tallahassee, Fla.,] doesn’t quite have the 
food scene that Austin has. I instantly fell 
in love with it.” 

Though the social climate may be per¬ 
fect for growing a small-batch chocolate 
business, Williamson says he’s been poked 
fun at by his northern colleagues for pick- z 
ing a place that can easily scorch the tern- | 
pering process. Ideal temperatures would S 
be a cool 70 degrees; last year, Williamson < 
says they had to temper an exceptional | 
amount more before the dog days of sum¬ 
mer just to stay on production schedule. 

Otherwise, the process of making 
SRSLY’s bean-to-bar chocolate is 
fairly straightforward - even if there 
is little room for error if the desired 
result is a fruity, delicate bar with a 
velvety mouthfeel you’ll dream about 
for days. Williamson’s approach is 
“low and slow,” he says, roasting 
the fermented cacao beans he receives from 
the CONACADO cooperative in the Dominican 
Republic for half an hour to drive off the 
vinegar notes and tease out the chocolate 
flavor. Once roasted, the beans are cracked 
to remove the cacao nibs from their husks. 
The nibs are roughly ground through a juicer, 
where they naturally transform into a paste, 
before getting scooped into a granite stone 
mill and continuously refined for 72 hours.

“Once it’s fluid enough, I’ll add sugar to the 
process because you want them to be in con¬ 
tact with each other and grinding for the most 
amount of time,” Williamson says. “It lets 
you commingle the flavors and get a superior 
product.” Then the tempering comes in to 
stabilize the fat crystals and create a smooth 
product with sheen and a high-quality snap. 
After being piped into molds, the chocolate is 
cooled, packaged, and ready to be devoured. 

Currently, SRSLY Chocolate is available in 
four varieties and two bar sizes - 70% cacao, 
a richer 84% cacao, sea salt and almonds, 
and Oaxacan Espresso, made with Mexican 
chipotle peppers and Austin’s Third Coast 
Coffee. Williamson says using other local 
ingredients is the next step, and he’s cur¬ 
rently perfecting a recipe with Texas olive oil. 

“I really want to incorporate local products 
into these chocolate bars, and it’s hard to do 
when your basic ingredients come from 2,000 
miles away,” Williamson says. “It’s hard to 
establish a local flavor.” 

Local or not, ethics are important to the 
SRSLY brand. “Respecting the cocoa bean 
goes in so many different directions,” says 
Williamson. “That’s making sure that I buy 
organic, Fair Trade cocoa beans, that the 
farmers are getting a fair cut, that the envi¬ 
ronment doesn’t have a lot of pesticides. It’s 
kind of a holistic thing.” That’s not just talk. 
Williamson and his wife plan on visiting the 
CONACADO cooperative this May to help with 
the harvest. 

Back home, the couple will keep focusing 
on wholesale, and invest in larger equip¬ 
ment to keep up with demand. And they 
hope to move the operation closer to home. 
They have been traveling back and forth to 
a Pflugerville commissary kitchen, but the 
couple has sweet dreams of bringing the 
operation to Austin and possibly opening a 
storefront. SRSLY is a serious business, but 
it is always nice to have a little more time 
for fun. - Amira Jensen

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015 marks the Year of the Goat, which, 
according to the Chinese zodiac, is a 
year dedicated to a clever, perseverant 
breed of people who are gentle yet strong, 
quiet yet opinionated. And, while those 
born in the Year of the Goat tend to thrive 
in groups, it is not because they are overly 
extroverted or attention-seeking, but rather 
intuitively social and nurturing. 

Walking through the barns at Pure Luck 
Farm & Dairy, this description comes as no 
surprise. Clusters of the 85 Nubian and 
Alpine goats (and crossbreeds of the two) 
who live on the farm calmly approach me, 
tilting their bearded chins and gazing up at 
me inquisitively. 

Amelia Sweethardt, the head of opera¬ 
tions at Pure Luck, recalls last February’s 
brutally cold weather. “Sometimes, when 
we’d have a baby born ... at night, we just 
brought it home. And I’m not a big fan of 
having animals in my house because the 
farm is gross in a lot of ways, but they 
would spend the night here and got their 
first milk from us. And a lot of those crea¬ 
tures never forgot it. They may have had 
only one night here, but they are still the 
first ones to come to us.” 

Sweethardt grew up on the very same 
land in Dripping Springs, milking the goats 
and working the soil with her sisters. Her 
mother, Sara Sweetser Bolton, bought the 
11 acres in 1979, and Pure Luck was one of 
the first farms to be recognized by the 
Texas Department of Agriculture as a certi¬ 
fied organic farm. They originally grew 
produce, culinary herbs, and cut flowers, 
which they sold at their own farmstead and 
to buyers such as Whole Foods Market. 

After making highly well-received goat 
cheese for her friends and family for years, 
Sweetser decided to start a Grade A goat 
dairy. Sweethardt began making goat cheese 
with her mom when she was 20 years old, 
learning as she went, and helping to form 
recipes which have gone on to win Pure 
Luck 15 years of accolades from annual 
American Cheese Society competitions. 

When Bolton passed away in 2005, 
Sweethardt and her husband Ben took over 
operations at the farm and dairy. Her sister 
Gitana acts as vice president, and sisters 
Claire and Hope also continue to work at 
the farm in various capacities. While they 
continue to grow culinary herbs, the dairy 
remains the main focus. Together, they pre¬ 
serve their mom’s legacy by continuing her 
tradition of crafting delicious artisan cheese 
made according to the highest standards. 

With years of experience making cheese 
under her belt, Sweethardt sought out a 
formal education, studying at the Vermont 
Institute for Artisan Cheese (VIAC) at the 
University of Vermont in Burlington and 
making a pilgrimage to Spain to learn from 
Catalan cheese guru Enric Canut. 

Pure Luck produces eight varieties of 
cheese: four types of chevre (plain, cracked 
black pepper, Anaheim red chile, and mixed 
herb), as well as feta, June’s Joy, Hopelessly 
Bleu, and Saint Maure. “The recipes have 
been tweaked,” says Sweethardt, “and con¬ 
tinue to be adjusted as our cheesemaking 
continues to improve.” However, operations 


at Pure Luck remain essentially the same 
as they always have, with few changes 
being made. 

“I got new equipment, so I made it easier 
for us to produce that cheese well,” she 
says. “We could expand. We’ve even looked 
at that because we have some equipment 
that would make it easier to pay the bills if 
we expanded. As much as we love the goats 


and we would love to keep all of them and 
more, we have to tell ourselves no more - 
for the sake of quality and the sake of peace 
of mind.” She says their family came up 
with a motto long ago, which they continue 
to uphold: “Do less, better.” 

Cheesemaking classes are another one of 
Bolton’s establishments that continue to 
carry on. It was in 2000 that Bolton and 
Gretchen Stolfo, a longtime cheesemaker at 
Pure Luck, came up with the idea of offer¬ 
ing classes to the public in the wintertime 
when production was low. “It was a success, 
the idea stuck, and we’ve been doing them 
ever since,” says Sweethardt. “I find that it 
is a great way to bring people out to our 
farm with us and teach them about two of 
my favorite subjects - cheese and goats!” 

This spring will bring some exciting 


changes to the dairy, as they begin renova¬ 
tions in March on a 1949 house which was 
moved to the property from the Arroyo Seco 
neighborhood, just north of Koenig. This 
added space will serve as a small cheese 
shop and tasting room, as well as allow them 
to expand their educational programming. 
Expect to see offerings such as cheese pair¬ 
ings, regular tours of the land (where visi¬ 


tors can experience milking a goat), and 
more one-day classes and weekend-long 
workshops in chevre, feta, ricotta, and more. 

Sweethardt looks forward to celebrating 
Pure Luck’s 20th anniversary at the new 
cheese house in September. Until then, she 
is still running occasional one-day feta 
classes out of the house on the property. 
When I attended one last month, about a 
dozen other hopeful cheesemakers and I 
gathered in Sweethardt’s dining room 
space, where the furniture had been 
removed and replaced with tall countertop 
work stations. Artwork made by 
Sweethardt’s children brightened the 
refrigerator, and she served us coffee and 
tea in precious little Yogurt Saint Benoit 
ceramic crocks. And Sweethardt’s demean¬ 
or was just as warm and welcoming. 


“Today we will be making beautiful feta 
cheese using milk from the goats here on 
the farm,” she begins. “If you went home 
and got another milk, it might also make 
beautiful cheese. But the point is, this is a 
snapshot in time. This is a recipe for today, 
right here in this house, with this tempera¬ 
ture.” She went on to explain all the vari¬ 
ables that affect the outcome of cheese. 
“The environment counts incredibly. The 
dish you’re using counts. ... It’s not by the 
clock and it’s not by the recipe. You make 
changes as you go.” (Similarly, Pure Luck 
Dairy adjusts their technique throughout 
the year as the seasons change.) 

Sweethardt breaks down the process to 
us, simply to start, beginning with the 
importance of starting with the highest- 
quality milk. Then, “we do the things we do 
to turn it from a sweet milk to a tart, tangy 
cheese with nice texture,” she says. “So we 
basically ferment it using a starter culture 
... then we use a coagulant [rennet] to 
coagulate the curds and separate the curd 
from the whey. And what the curd ends up 
being is fat and protein - it’s the solids. The 
whey we feed back to our goats.” 

Someone asks Sweethardt if she ever 
cooks with the whey and her face breaks 
into a grin. “I really just make cheese, try to 
answer emails, eat a cookie, drink a beer, go 
to bed! I have a lot of dreams, and I notice I 
hardly ever reach them because I’m busy 
doing those things!” 

A wave of laughter sweeps through the 
room and then the questions begin - if the 
same ingredients can be used for various 
cheeses, what exactly makes this one feta? 
“Basically it’s the treatment of your milk,” 
she says. “It’s what culture you’re using, 
what temperature you’re working at, how 
much coagulant you’re using and how you 
_ treat the curds.” 

| Sweethardt gives a detailed account of 
> how the same milk, culture, and coagulant 
nj can become drastically different cheeses 
o (Gouda vs. feta) by adjusting temperatures, 
rennet amounts, and techniques. When she 
finishes, the class is collectively awestruck, 
and she breaks into sunny laughter which 
fills the room. “I know!” she says. “It’s 
really fun stuff!” 

She circles around the room as we follow 
each step, guiding us as we craft our own 
rounds of feta. In between steps, we break 
for lunch on the porch and even shake up 
our own homemade butter using cow’s milk. 

Back inside, as we finish draining the 
whey from our cheese, someone asks 
Sweethardt if she has a favorite goat. “We all 
have our favorites,” she answers, pointing to 
the photo of hers, named Charlotte, on her 
wall. “Goats who are favorites are rotten - 
they’re spoiled!” she says with a knowing 
smile. In addition to the dairy goats, 
Sweethardt also keeps two curly-haired 
Angora goats in her backyard as pets. 

“They are just the ultimate goat,” she 
says, describing their favorite game of 
peering in the house windows before jump¬ 
ing up and pacing along the porch railings. 
“I really love how mischievous they are. 
There is never a dull moment in the com¬ 
pany of goats!” ■

NOBLE SANDWICH CO. ASCENDS THE THRONE 


I’m in serious trouble. My fondness for 
lemon treats has been well documented in 
these pages over the years. Now there is 
an eatery within an easy driving distance 
from my home that sells 4-ounce jars of 
rich, delectably tangy lemon curd for a mere 
$3.50. What makes this situation especially 
troubling is that the rest of the food served at 
the Noble Sandwich Co. is every bit as good 
as the potentially addictive lemon curd, and 
the dessert spread complements everything - 
bread, biscuits, waffles, cookies, spoons. The 


refrain of “Ya Got Trouble” from The Music 
Man echos in my head just thinking about it. 
Looks like I’ll have no choice but to frequent 
this establishment regularly. 

Chefs John Bates and Brandon Martinez 
opened the Midtown outlet of their Noble 
Sandwich Co. in April of 2014. They chose to 
rehabilitate a space 
in a run-down old 
strip center and, in 
the process, discov¬ 
ered a long-forgotten 
neighborhood grocery 
store. They incor¬ 
porated elements of the old store into their 
design, revealing the distressed ceiling, pol¬ 
ishing up the wooden plank floors, and restor¬ 
ing a colorful old Dr Pepper mural on the face 
of the storefront. Their wholesome, handcraft¬ 


ed food is right at home in the old store, and 
judging by the recent weekend crowd, folks 
in the neighborhood feel right at home there, 
too. 

While both Noble outlets originally focused 
on breakfast and lunch, now they only serve 
breakfast Friday through Sunday, and lunch 
and dinner daily. Bates says he’s convinced 
they gave breakfast a good shot, and he’s 
perfectly happy to serve 400 people a day 
on weekends in the newer store when break¬ 
fast is offered until noon. A recent serving 
of cheesy, creamy grits topped with richly 
flavored shreds of pork from a ham hock and 
a pert fried egg ($7) was the ultimate rib- 
sticking, cold weather repast. A huge plate of 
biscuits and gravy paired with house sausage 
($5.50) was equally robust, but was in seri¬ 
ous need of salt. A big biscuit ($1.50) slath¬ 
ered with lemon curd was heavenly. 

A group of friends joined me in the line 
at Noble on a recent chilly Saturday. We 
could see the crew in the kitchen crafting 
sandwiches fast and furiously and the line 
moved quickly. With four sandwiches, a cup 
of soup, two sides, and two desserts, we 
accomplished a reasonable menu sampling 
and shared bites around the table. What 
impressed me most about the humble sand¬ 
wich meal was the skill and thought that went 
into the elevation of each dish - choices 
of excellent fresh breads filled with ample 
portions of quality meats and cheeses are 
accentuated by flavorful condiments and 
enhanced by carefully chosen greens. This 
food is noble and elegant in its simplicity: a 
seared beef tongue ($9) with smoked green 
onion, red-pepper relish, and a tangy aioli; a 
Knuckle Sandwich ($8) of thinly sliced beef 
and stout Cheddar accented with a low- 
smoldering horseradish sauce and the sweet¬ 
ness of caramelized onions; a tender, smoky 
brisket ($10) gets a bright, acidic crunch from 
kimchi and a lip-tin¬ 
gling kiss of sambal 
mayo. The tangle of 
cabbages and car¬ 
rots that make up the 
slaw hide incendiary 
slivers of jalapeno, 
and the new potato salad balances it out with 
the cool balm of mayo and sour cream. The 
chocolate lovers at our table were more than 
happy with the little pot of five-spice choco¬ 
late pudding ($3.50) while I contented myself 
with lemon curd. 

Dinner is a relatively new feature at Noble, 
so it’s not yet drawing big crowds. Another 
group of friends joined me to check out the 
dinner offerings, and while we each enjoyed 
our personal choices, the voluptuous serving 
of mac and Gouda ($6) topped with brisket 
($4 more) that we ordered to share was the 
winner on the table that evening. Rich, moist, 
and creamy under a dusting of buttery bread 
crumbs, it was the most extraordinary mac 
and cheese any of us could remember. It out¬ 
shone the impressive high-rise Swine Burger 
($9.50), at least six inches of porky goodness 
on a Challah roll, and the seared Creole cat¬ 
fish fillet ($12.50) under a pale pink mantle 
of crawfish etouffee. It was almost as good 
as the lemon curd. Serious, serious trouble.

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Part-Time Love 



5 TO 7 FINDS LOVE IN BRIEF POCKETS OF TIME

The Austin Film Society hosts a screening of 5 fo 7 Friday, Feb. 13, 8pm, at the Marchesa Hall & 
Theatre. A reception precedes the film at 7pm. Co-star Berenice Marlohe, writer/director Victor 
Levin, and producer and Texas Film Hall of Fame honoree Bonnie Curtis will be in attendance. 


The independent film 5 to 7 tells the story 
of Brian Bloom (Anton Yelchin), a struggling 
young writer in New York, who meets a beau¬ 
tiful Frenchwoman (Bond girl Berenice 
Marlohe) on the street. Brian and Arielle 
soon embark on a relationship that, due to 
the terms of her marriage, only allows them 
to see each other between the hours of 5 
and 7 on weekday evenings. In the process, 
Brian’s - and, by extension, the audience’s - 
definition of love and marriage is tested and 
expanded, with bittersweet results. 

Victor Levin, producer of the Emmy award¬ 
winning, long-running sitcom Mad About You, 
wrote and directed 5 to 7, an idea that per¬ 
colated for two decades. A 1987 sojourn in 
Paris at the home of a couple with a cinq a 
sept arrangement made him somewhat cir¬ 
cumspect about his attitudes. “I was taken 
aback; I was a middle-class kid from the 
suburbs and this kind of thing wasn’t on the 
syllabus,” Levin says. “Of course your first 
impulse is to judge it according to the rules 
you’ve been taught. But I watched them and 
kept my mind open, and they were happy 
and respectful. 

“It occurred to me that there were different 
approaches to marriage than I had been 
taught and that deserved respect.” 

The strict Judeo-Christian definition of mar¬ 
riage as one man and one woman is certain¬ 
ly what troubles Brian at the outset of his 
relationship with Arielle. But 5 to 7, a screen¬ 


ing of which the Austin Film Society hosts on 
Valentine’s Day weekend, also explores the 
nuances of the other kinds of love that sur¬ 
round us every day, namely, parental love and 
philia, the kind of love found within the bonds 
of friendship. 

But the love story in question is not all 
exquisite roses and expensive chocolate in 
well-appointed hotel rooms. For Levin, an hon¬ 
est depiction of love - even while the rest of 
the plot whirls fantastically around the central 
story - was priority No. 1. “I can’t stand mov¬ 
ies where everything’s neat and clean and you 
know how everything’s going to end. That’s 
nonsense to me,” he says. “Love is messy. 
‘Happily ever after’ is the biggest myth of all.” 

Levin credits the successful transition of 
his vision from page to screen in part to pro¬ 
ducer Bonnie Curtis, who will be in atten¬ 
dance at Friday’s screening. Curtis, whose 
credits include Saving Private Ryan, A.I., and 
Minority Report, will be honored at the Texas 
Film Awards in March. 

“It’s rare to find someone whose artistic 
goals are as high on their list of priorities as 
hers,” Levin says. “She’s worked on some 
spectacularly successful commercial films, so 
she knows of what she speaks. She’s inter¬ 
ested in what will make the movie better, not 
just what will sell more tickets.” 

There are no perfect love stories, just as 
there are no perfect films (okay, maybe there 
are one or two floating around out there). 
Some might say that one of 5 to 7’s flaws is 
its sentimentality; these days, sentimentality 
doesn’t sell as many tickets as scruffy inter- 
galactic superheroes, mockingjays, and hob¬ 
bits do. But that doesn’t mean that there’s 
not a time or place for a story that explores 
the tenderer dimensions of love in all its 
messiness, even if it’s just for a brief window 
of time, every once in a while. ■ 


HISTORY IN THE EMULSION 

AUSTIN’S PAST IS RECORDED IN ITS FILMS byMarcsaviov 


The bothersome caveat that has always 
been a part of life in Austin - no matter 
when you first showed up - is perfectly 
summed up in Nancy Higgins’ short docu¬ 
mentary from 2005, “Viva Les Amis”: “There 
was always something that was really cool,” 
opines former cafe owner-turned-cabbie 
Newman Stribling, “and you shoulda seen it, 
and it was the best thing in the world ... but 
it’s gone and now it’s not here anymore.” 

As the future bears down and devours the 
city’s past and present with talons of rebar- 
reinforced concrete and teeth of razored, sky¬ 
scraping glass and steel, one of the most 
reliable and readily available sources of what 
came before is, apropos of everything, film. 
We’re not just talking about public-domain 
loops and newsreels. When it comes to the 
movies, be they big-budget Hollywood produc¬ 
tions, local indie films, or historical/left-field 
docs, Austin has always played a major role 
in playing itself. 

Enter director/producer Mike Blizzard and 
the feature doc Also Starring Austin - a possi¬ 
bly quixotic quest to document the city’s cul¬ 
ture and growth over the course of 40-odd 
years via the movies that have been shot here. 


“My original idea,” Blizzard says, “was to 
string together a series of scenes from films 
shot in Austin, but I quickly realized there 
were a lot more than I thought.” 

No BS, that. Everything from Bill Wittliff’s 
Red Headed Stranger to the Coen brothers’ 
Blood Simple to Bob Ray’s seminal, scenester 
Rock Opera preserves a specific moment in 
time - or a dozen years, in the case of 
Richard Linklater’s Oscar-nominated Boyhood 
- in and around the city of Austin. 

“Chale Nafus at the Austin Film Society, 
which is a fiscal sponsor of the project, told 
me I had to watch a film called Los Angeles 
Plays Itself,” says Blizzard. “I watched that on 
YouTube and I began to realize there was a 
more cultural component and not just the 
physical changes to the city over time. Los 
Angeles Plays Itself has a certain polemic, an 
axe to grind, but what it taught me was that 
there was much more to this project that 
stringing together a bunch of scenes.” 

In 2012, Blizzard set about hiring a team of 
interns from the AFS (where he is currently a 
board member) and began delving deeper into 



the cinematic history of the 512, going back 
at least as far as Tobe Hooper’s Eggshells 
(1969) and that director’s groundbreaking The 
Texas Chain Saw Massacre (1974). 

“[The films] have to have some historical 
significance,” says Blizzard, mentioning, 
among others, Eagle Pennell’s debut short “A 
Hell of a Note” (1977) and the 16mm foot¬ 
age of Austin’s notoriously debauched early- 
Eighties Woodshock festivals (shot by Lee 
Daniel). “They have to have led to someone’s 
career or showed some aspect of Austin at 
the time. Obviously, we can’t put every short 
that’s been made out of the [UT] RTF 
Department, no matter how great it is.” 


While far from complete, Blizzard hopes to 
have Also Starring Austin in the can, or at 
least ready for festivals, by 2016. In the 
meantime, the production is interviewing 
everyone they can think of, raiding the Texas 
Film Commission’s trove of film-related pho¬ 
tos and documents, and attempting to corral 
as much relevant footage and ephemera as 
possible. After that, of course, comes the 
| mind-bending task of editing it all together 
> into a coherent whole. 

S “If you’ve lived in Austin a long time,” 
o Blizzard says, “you don’t see it with fresh 
eyes anymore. I’m not telling the story of this 
place, I’m curating the story of it. The films 
and the people who were there tell the story, 
and it’s an evolving story.” 

So what’s the one Austintatious constancy 
the project has discovered so far? 

Laughing, Blizzard says, “The one consis¬ 
tent thing that I’ve noticed by watching all 
these films is that people keep coming to 
Austin! They come, and they’re blown away 
and excited at this community because it’s 
different to them. And you see that [not only 
in real life but] in movie after movie after 
movie.” ■

With Garrett’s going from 0 to 60 in 
nothing flat, she cuts right to the chase 
about what she wants to do with Sinatra, and 
it ain’t see the sights. Her bedroom eyes, 
vivaciousness, and persistent, insistent pleas 
to “go to my place” are enough to rev up any 
motor.

The Apartment (1960) 

It’s New Year’s Eve and unlucky-in-love 
Fran (Shirley MacLaine) sits in a nightclub 
with the selfish cad who’s mistreated her, 
fiddling with her pearls just before mid¬ 
night when she realizes something we 
already know.

Using a none-too-sub- 
tle but hardly simple metaphor of plugs 
and sockets, the game shows love in all 
of its humiliating, confusing, funny, 
degrading, elusive, and ultimately nec¬ 
essary glory.

Unforgettable 

See why Julianne Moore earns all those kudos

Is there a more insidious disease than 
Alzheimer’s? Leaving the body intact but oblit¬ 
erating our memories, our words, and eventu¬ 
ally our identities? That is a horrifying future 
to consider, one that Julianne Moore 
brings to striking clarity in Still Alice. 

Based on the 2007 novel by Lisa 
Genova, Moore’s much-lauded perfor¬ 
mance of a person disappearing before 
our eyes is a heartbreaking 
thing to behold; it’s unfortu¬ 
nate that the film around her 
can’t rise above the level of 
uninspired melodrama. 

Moore plays Alice Howland, 
a renowned professor of 
linguistics at Columbia University. Her hus¬ 
band, John (Baldwin) is a research scientist, 
and their three grown children are living 
fulfilling lives, even youngest daughter Lydia 
(Stewart), who, eschewing her mom’s advice

about college, is struggling to make it as an 
actor in L.A. It’s a very idyllic, middle-class, 
New York lifestyle for Alice until she begins to 
forget words, becomes lost in familiar set¬ 
tings, and has to look up beloved family 
recipes. Seeking medical help, she is 
eventually diagnosed with early onset 
Alzheimer’s, a rare, genetic variation 
of the disease to boot, and her life is 
forever altered. The disease 
begins to cripple her cognitive 
skills, rendering her a shell 
of the woman she once was. 
As Alice’s mental state dete¬ 
riorates, her family must con¬ 
tend with the consequences. 
The film’s focus on Alice’s perspective is by 
design, but that leaves the supporting char¬ 
acters in the lurch, not given much to do but 
comment on and react to her condition (the 
exception is Stewart, who gives a nuanced and 
heartfelt performance). A subplot concerning

her children inheriting the disease is dramati¬ 
cally introduced and subsequently forgotten 
(no pun intended), and a thread involving John 
transferring to another state goes nowhere. 
And while, in places, the film attempts to 
break the mold of the usual “disease of the 
week” tropes, it has them in spades. The cloy¬ 
ing score by Nan Eshkeri, the poignant public 
speech that is seriously the worst (she drops 
her notes! She recovers!), and the info-dump 
diagnosis scenes that play out like monotone 


PSAs all unwittingly undermine a great per¬ 
formance. So, see Still Alice if you need to 
augment your day with some catharsis, see 
Still Alice to better handicap your Oscar-pool 
odds, or see Still Alice for a(nother) great per¬ 
formance by Moore in an otherwise tepid film. 
When she wins the Academy Award, I’m just 
going to pretend it was for Todd Haynes’ 1995 
masterpiece, Safe, and leave it at that.

KINGSMAN: THE 
SECRET SERVICE

Heads will explode among fans of the film 
Kick-Ass, Matthew Vaughn’s 2010 take on the 
comic book series by Mark Millar (and John 
Romita Jr.), when they see the writer (with 


Jane Goldman)/director’s current film adapta¬ 
tion of another comics series by Mark Millar 
(and artist Dave Gibbons). The fans’ erupting 
paroxysms may be a spiritual tribute to the 
action oscreen where - spoiler alert - heads 
explode in blockbuster proportions. Or the 
fan base may just be electrified by Vaughn’s 
cheeky ultraviolence and profligate visual 
style, which accentuate the film’s comic¬ 
book feel. Other viewers may feel more in 
tune with Kingsman supervillain Richmond 
Valentine (Jackson), who ironically responds 
to the violent mayhem he unleashes with an 
uncontrollably violent autonomic response of 
his own. 

A broad takeoff on the James Bond films 
of yore, Kingsman: The Secret Service gets 
a lot of mileage from casting Colin Firth as 
Harry Hart, a secret service agent in the 
Roger Moore mold who wears bespoke suits 
and has at his disposal an arsenal of nifty, 
convertible weapons. An actor who has 
specialized in playing men of good breeding 
rather than men of action, Firth’s centrality to 
this certain franchise-opener adds a gleeful 
sense of impudent rule-breaking whenever 
the character lets loose his lethal side. 

These spies are part of an elite indepen¬ 
dent, international, intelligence agency found¬ 
ed in secrecy by British aristocrats after World 
War I. Its members adopt names originated by 
the Knights of the Round Table, and at their 
head is Arthur (Caine). Hart, aka Galahad, 
takes under his wing Eggsy (newcomer 
Egerton, who makes a strong impression) the 
son of a fallen colleague. Their Yoda-and-Luke- 
Skywalker relationship emphasizes the class 


distinctions that nip at the heels of Kingsman, 
but gains extra resonance from the casting 
of Mark Hamill (in heavy makeup) as one the 
film’s secondary characters. It’s an in-joke, but 
the kidnapping of Hamill - as himself - is a 
plot point in the comic book. A impenetrably 
ludicrous plot about supervillain Valentine’s 
scheme to end global warming by tricking 
the people of the world into killing off one 
another is made entertaining by Jackson’s 
lisping megalomaniac who appears as part 
b-boy and part Internet mogul. Action scenes 
are a swirl of stylistic flourishes - different 
film speeds provide both a comic-book alac¬ 
rity and the slo-mo spectacle of such things 
as loosened teeth flying through the air. The 
ultraviolence peaks during an outrageous 
sequence in a Westboro-style church (scored 
to Lynyrd Skynyrd’s “Free Bird”) and the 
extended climax. If these bursts of repetitious 
mayhem aren’t turnoffs, then the film’s smutty 
concluding moment seems designed to put 
a crass final hook in the fanboys’ tether. Yet 
for all Vaughn’s attention to stylized details, I 
noticed a number of obvious continuity errors 
throughout to which Vaughn seems blind. I 
applauded Vaughn’s directing debut in 2004 
with his dandy caper film Layer Cake (starring 
pre-Bond Daniel Craig), but as the filmmaker’s 
budgets have grown with Kick-Ass and X-Men: 
First Class, his films’ coherency and artistry 
have suffered.

Potentially a delirious double bill if viewed 
alongside Moore’s Oscar-nominated perfor¬ 
mance in Still Alice, this rambunctious swords 
’n’ sorcerers fantasy flick has grubby, pseudo- 
medieval CGI style to burn, but precious little 
in the way of anything new to add to this sort 
of genre storytelling. Iconic American mytholo- 
gist Joseph Campbell, one imagines, would 
have dozed off well before the first reel. 

Seventh Son, however, has a built-in audi¬ 
ence due to its adaptation from the popular 
YA fantasy-adventure stories, The Wardstone 
Chronicles, by Joseph Delaney. Expect 
sequels in near-perpetuity because this is 
but the first outing in what is currently a 
13-volume series of novels. (Delaney is noth¬ 
ing if not prolific.) 

The twisty, everything-and-the-kitchen-witch 
narrative is, by turns, exciting and deadly 
dull. Barnes (of the Narnia films) is the titular 
seventh son, Tom Ward, who is yanked out 
of his reasonably comfortable, albeit stifling, 
teenage rut and away from his beloved moth¬ 
er (Williams) by a shaggy, reclusive warrior 
(Bridges, looking like a renegade from the 
Battle of the Five Armies). There’s a world to 
be saved from the clutches of evil, after all. If 
that sounds similar to a certain movie about 
a skywalking youth mentored by the last of 
another breed of wizened, reclusive warriors, 
well then, there is no try, there is only do- 
over, ad infinitum. Such are the archetypal 
rules by which mytho-fantasy heroes and 
heroines may achieve greatness. Seventh 
Son draws from many fantastic sources, 
meaning that if you’re a D&D or Magic: The 
Gathering player, or one of the dozen or so 
people on the planet who aren’t ravening for 
the new season of Game of Thrones to com¬ 
mence, then you’re already aware of how the 
story (scripted by Charles Leavitt and Steven 
Knight) will develop. 

But director Bodrov, to his credit, has 
assembled a stellar cast, including Moore 
as Mother Malkin, a witch entombed by 
Bridges’ witch-finder general Master Gregory, 
who, thanks to one of those pesky “blood 
moons,” morphs into a dragon and breaks 
free, sowing chaos and yet more witchery 
throughout the land. Moore is clearly having 
more fun here than she does in Still Alice, 
although I like to imagine that her I’m-having- 
a-blast-playing-this-character quotient peaked 
with The Big Lebowski. (How could it not?) 
Barnes, on the other hand, is bothersomely 
bland in the apprentice role, and Bridges 


appears to be channeling contemporary 
Randy Quaid. That is reason enough to shell 
out for a matinee ticket to this ultimately 
by-the-numbers, CGI-monster mash-up, but if 
you’re looking for mythopoetic resonance on 
par with J.R.R. Tolkien, you might as well just 
keep on waiting for winter. Which, in case 
you forgot, is coming.

O THE SPONGEBOB MOVIE: 
SPONGE OUT OF WATER

In a computer-generated sea of carefully 
obscured traumas and tidy life lessons, 
one sentient sponge dares not to take 
animated matters so seriously. Arriving a 
full decade after its big-screen predeces¬ 
sor, The SpongeBob Movie: Sponge Out of 
Water returns to the hand-drawn depths of 
Bikini Bottom and maintains the anarchic 
charms of both that film and the Nickelodeon 
series that introduced the world to the 
wide-eyed, high-pitched likes of SpongeBob 
SquarePants. 

Ever the devoted grill jockey at the Krusty 
Krab, SpongeBob (voiced by Tom Kenny) 
is once again enlisted by owner Mr. Krabs 
(Clancy Brown) to protect the restaurant’s 
secret Krabby Patty recipe from megaloma- 
niacal rival Plankton (Mr. Lawrence). Once the 
recipe vanishes into thin air, SpongeBob and 
Plankton team up to clear their names and 
save Bikini Bottom’s burger-mad residents 
from their own feral impulses. 

More so than 2004’s The SpongeBob 
SquarePants Movie, Paul Tibbitt’s follow-up 
feels like a loose assembly of three episodes 
involving end times, time travel, and super¬ 
heroics, all improbably framed by the above¬ 
water misdeeds of dastardly pirate Burger 
Beard (Antonio Banderas, incredibly game as 
the lone live-action star). However, it’s tough 
to hold a lack of narrative ambition against 
any ’toon so eager to lob bit after bit of psy¬ 
chedelic surrealism at its audience, be they 
wee tykes or stoned adults. 

Whether the jokes bank on familiar genre 
tropes (the insta-Apocalypse arrives com¬ 
plete with leather gear for all), cultural nos¬ 
talgia ( Schoolhouse Rock!, anyone?), torture 
implements (the most effective of which 
being SpongeBob’s inane laugh), or an old- 
fashioned drop of the pants, the cumulative 
effect is akin to mainlining Pixy Stix. There 
are puns aplenty and no shortage of trippy 
visuals, whether characters venture into 
SpongeBob’s cotton candy-addled brain or 
into the farthest reaches of space to meet a 
cosmic dolphin (Matt Berry) as prone to fir¬ 
ing off blowhole lasers as he is to dropping 
dope rhymes. 

It’s high-brow, low-brow, and just about 
every brow in between, replete with meta 
winkiness and manic energy. The sponge 
does lose some steam once he and his 
cohorts venture onto land and transform 
themselves into CGI superheroes in an 
effort to satisfy both mainstream appeal and 


toy manufacturers. Still, there’s something 
to be said for a family film that only pays 
the most sarcastic lip service to the power 
of teamwork, being far too busy working 
itself into a lather of laughs to care much 
about messages.

Owing to their longer running times, the five films 
nominated for Best Documentary Short Subject have been 
divided into two programs for this limited theatrical run. 
Both programs are punishing, as the collected films exam¬ 
ine suffering from different angles. Program A consists of 
the two longest shorts, and they’re two of the best in the 
batch. Aneta Kopacz’s “Joanna” is a candid and deeply 
moving portrait of a woman facing death, catching the 
day-to-day interplay between the title’s Joanna - a Polish 
blogger, wife, and mother who has terminal cancer - and 
her inquisitive young son John. Ellen Goosenberg Kent’s 
riveting HBO documentary, “Crisis Hotline: Veterans Press 
1,” is also about human bonds - this time between strang¬ 
ers over the phone at the Veterans Crisis Line. We never 
hear or see the callers, but a vivid picture emerges of both 
sides of the line, their agony and their empathy. 

An absolute brutalizer, “Our Curse” is the intensely per¬ 
sonal account by Polish husband and wife Tomasz Sliwinski 
and Maciej Slesicki of their experience with newborn son Leo, 
diagnosed with a rare, often-fatal respiratory disorder called 
Ondine’s Curse. It’s shattering to watch, but it’s worth it. The 
other two films suffer from comparison. J. Christian Jensen’s 
“White Earth” is a well-intended but unfocused look at the 
personal toll an oil boom takes on a tiny North Dakota town. 
Meanwhile, Gabriel Serra Arguello’s “The Reaper (La Parka)” 

- at face value a portrait of a Mexican slaughterhouse worker 
meditating on his job and mortality - will turn not just stom¬ 
achs but carnivores into leaf-eating penitents.

Despite language barriers, this year’s Academy Award 
nominees for Best Live-Action Short Film are unified by a 
general desire to tug at one’s heartstrings. Mat Kirkby’s 
“The Phone Call” centers on Heather (Sally Hawkins), 
a crisis center hotline worker trying to keep a suicidal 
Stan (Jim Broadbent, heard but never seen) on the line. 
Michael Lennox’s “Boogaloo and Graham” is a nakedly 
sentimental coming-of-age yarn, concerning two Belfast 
boys and their pet chickens in tumultuous Northern 
Ireland, circa 1978. More pointedly political, “Butter 
Lamp” dryly observes rural Tibetans being photographed 
against a variety of exotic backdrops before delivering 
a somber punchline. The meet-cute premise of Israel’s 
“Aya” is full of lovely potential, but at 40 minutes, the 
film overstays its welcome. “Parvaneh” does better justice 
to its character study of an Afghan immigrant (Nissa 
Kashani) trying to send money back home to her family 
from Zurich, where she works illegally.

With his best film since at least 2008’s Gran Torino, 
Clint Eastwood revisits his long preoccupation with guns 
and their capabilities, although the recoil of American 
Sniper doesn’t have the same moral reverb of Eastwood’s 
finest work. Based on the memoir by Chris Kyle (Cooper, 
a dramatic revelation) - who, during the course of four 
tours in Iraq, became the most prolific sniper in the 
annals of U.S. military history - the film exists in a black- 
and-white world in which only good and evil abide. This 
sense of dichotomy, which served Kyle so well in combat, 
becomes a liability upon his difficult reentry into civilian 
life. Eastwood’s touch is most clearly evident in the film’s 
action sequences - packed with zealous clarity and tense 
dynamism - but American Sniper, to its credit, shows no 
interest in creating blind heroics and, instead, upholds the 
nickname Kyle earned in Iraq: the Legend.

Freaks and Geeks fame) pays a visit to his old friend, for¬ 
mer Iraqi translator Bassam (Nakli), and meets cute with 
Bassam’s niece Amira (the luminous Shihabi). Initially, she 
bristles at Sam’s presence, but slowly, tentatively, and yes, 
predictably, a romance begins to blossom between this 
unlikely pair.

Michael Keaton plays Riggan Thomas, 
who once ruled Hollywood as the star of a superhero fran¬ 
chise - he was the titular Birdman - but whose career has 
since crumbled. Birdman opens just days before Riggan 
debuts his stage adaptation of Raymond Carver’s “What 
We Talk About When We Talk About Love” - and he’s 
cracking from the stress. The play is in shambles, Riggan’s 
Broadway big-shot co-star (Norton) is stealing his lime¬ 
light, and Riggan may or may not be going nuts. Birdman 
moves at a relentless tempo, somewhere between ner¬ 
vous-leg agitation and hair-pulling hysteria. While its many 
lines of inquiry may not resolve neatly, Inarritu’s film is so 
soaring, sometimes literally, I hardly missed the feeling of 
hard ground underfoot.

When moneyed octogenarian 
and hotel regular Madame D. (Swinton) suddenly turns 
up dead, the police suspect Gustave of foul play, a 
chase ensues, and Anderson’s capering whodunit hardly 
stops for breath again. The Grand Budapest Hotel is a 
marvelous spectacle: spry, sly, and rich with microde- 
tailed production design, tickling tributes to cinematic 
forebearers, and an effortless intermarriage of antic and 
tragic. Whodunit? No spoiler here. Wes Anderson did.

Its subject, Alan Turing (Cumberbatch), was a pioneering 
figure in computer science who led the group of cryptolo- 
gists that cracked the Nazi Enigma code - a breakthrough 
which many believe won the war. He was also a closeted 
homosexual, and was prosecuted for it in 1952, when it 
was still illegal to be gay in Great Britain. Two years after 
being sentenced to chemical castration, Turing died from 
a cyanide-laced apple - presumed suicide. The Imitation 
Game, from director Morten Tyldum, doesn’t pretend Turing 
wasn’t gay; that fact is woven into the film’s structure. The 
lingering feeling, however, is that the filmmakers may pay 
lip service to Turing’s sexuality, but they prefer to keep 
his sex life theoretical (and strictly off-screen). Careful, 
there: No tracking dirt on the nice clean prestige picture.

Ameripolitan 

Dream 


Country music’s a crazy, gold-diggin’ whore, and Dale 
Watson wants a divorce. 

In fact, the local outlaw honky-tonker devised a new banner 
to hang over the music he loves. Reclaiming the latter half of 
“countrypolitan,” the Sixties/Seventies commercialization of 
the genre (in)famously rejected by the outlaw movement, 
Ameripolitan refers to the original disciplines of honky-tonk, 
rockabilly, and Western swing. The subgenre comes to life 
this weekend on the local and Central Texas clubs circuits, 
and climaxes on Tuesday with a big awards show. 

Pondering an Ameripolitan Mount Rushmore, Watson’s dis¬ 
tinct baritone booms over the phone as his tour bus rolls to 
Selma, N.C., for a gig. 

“That’d be Hank Williams for honky-tonk, Bob Wills, of 
course, for Western swing, Wanda Jackson or Carl Perkins 
for rockabilly, and for outlaw ... Waylon [Jennings] or Willie 
[Nelson] - take your pick.” 

Ameripolitan exists beyond Watson’s desire to bitch-slap 
Blake Shelton for calling country traditionalists “old farts” in 
2013. For Austin’s answer to Johnny Cash, country went off 
the rails in the late Seventies with dopey Kenny Rogers sin¬ 
gles and later became increasingly diluted with pop stars a la 
Taylor Swift. 

“Nashville has torn out its roots and put ’em on the curb 
to be picked up by the garbage man,” Watson bristles. “So 
we went and stole ’em and planted ’em in new soil. Hopefully 
something grows.” 

Austin’s proved fertile ground for Watson’s brainchild. Last 
February’s inaugural Ameripolitan Music Awards sold out. 

This year, the gathering hosts dozens of bands in 11 venues 
over five days, and draws kindred acts from Canada and Europe, 
plus local artists and rootsy heroes like Billy Joe Shaver, who’ll 
be honored with a Founder of the Sound award on Tuesday. 

The 52-year-old Watson hopes to one day lend recording ser¬ 
vices to acts who fit the Ameripolitan bill, using the studio he 


opened last year in partnership with Grammy Award-winning engi¬ 
neer (and Pocket Fishrmen guitarist) Cris Burns. Watson’s 
Lloyd Maines-produced new LF? Call Me Insane, arrives in May 
on Red House Records. How does Austin’s hardest-working 
singer/beer-joint owner (Little Longhorn Saloon)/studio partner 
feel about adding “musical movement advocate” to his resume? 

“I have to be that guy because I have the stage,” he off- 
hands. “The good thing about it is we’re accentuating the posi¬ 
tive. It feels so good to not be the pissed-off guy anymore. I 
don’t care about what the country music establishment does 
because it doesn’t pertain to me. That gives me peace.”

GEAN WEST GOES TO GLORY 


Gean West has left the building. Frontman for psychedelic 
gospel outfit the Relatives, the 78-year-old preacher died 
last Wednesday from heart and kidney failure. West founded 
the group with his younger brother Tommie West and friend 
Charles Ray “Gypsy” Mitchell in the late Sixties, releasing 
mind-blowing regional singles throughout the following decade 
and dissolving in 1980. 

While Dallas was home, the Relies’ 2009 reunion was 
prompted by local record collectors Noel Waggener and 
Charisse Kelly (go online for “The Righteous Reverend Gean 
West 1936-2015,” Feb. 5). Later, they adopted the local back¬ 
ing band of Zach Ernst, Scott Nelson, and Matt Strmiska, 
and played Austin more than anywhere else. Two days after 
West’s passing, Ernst listened to mixes from the Relatives’ 
forthcoming sophomore album in his car. 

“I’m proud to have worked with someone so genuine and 
to have become close friends with him over the last five 
years,” the guitarist reflected. “I just wish I could have done 
more for him. The Relatives are so special. They should have 
been playing at the White House.” 

The nearly complete new album, produced by Ernst, signals 
the return of Mitchell, the founding guitarist who rejoined the 
band last year after a four-decade absence. 

“West had a squall like nobody’s,” proclaimed Mitchell by 
phone, “And he trained us how to put the vocals together, 
when to go flat or sharp, when to sing harmony.” 

Just how much West sacrificed for the Relatives could be 
counted on his three-fingered hand. 

“Back in the Seventies, he wanted to take us on tour, but we 
didn’t have the finances,” reveals Mitchell. “He was working for 
this construction company and he told me, ‘You know how 
much money I can get for the end of my finger? I’ll take part of 
my finger [off] and get us everything from a settlement.’ 

“I said, ‘Man, no!’ 

“He ended up doing that anyway. He thought the cable was 
going to hit the tip of his finger, but it went crazy and it took 
his pointer finger and thumb right off. That was for the 
Relatives. He loved the band that much.” 

The Relatives return to Austin at C-Boy’s Heart & Soul on 
March 13. 

“And we’re bringing Gean’s spirit!” promises Tommie West. 
“We hate that he’s gone and miss him tremendously, but now 
we have to follow his vision and keep the Relatives going.” 


HALF NOTES 


THE 1808 ANNEX, a no-frills East 12th Street space that hosted DIY 
punk and noise shows, has been leased to new proprietors and will no lon¬ 
ger be a music venue.

The Ting Tings 
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J ames McMurtry makes up stories and 
sets them to music. New album 
Complicated Game, his first studio 
album since 2008’s Just Us Kids, breaks 
fresh ground sonically and finds the 
52-year-old Austinite digging deeper than 
ever into relationships and the human con¬ 
dition. After a week of local shows, we met. 

SAXON PUB (FRIDAY) 

McMurtry shows up 15 minutes before 
the scheduled set time carrying two acous¬ 
tic guitars, one six-string and the other 
heftier at 18 strings. He uses the latter for 
most of his 90 minutes onstage. It’s louder, 
allowing him to cut through the shoulder- 
to-shoulder din of long-haired regulars, the 
recently retired out for an early evening, 
and a few fresh faces obviously in awe of 
the Texas songwriting great. 

The South Austinite’s now-standard 
fedora covers some long black curls while 
patches of gray in a runaway beard offer the 
only hint he’s over 50. Leaning heavily on 
tunes from Complicated Game, the songs 
roll over the audience in big waves. 
McMurtry offers a few quips to punctuate 
their origin, explaining where he’s coming 
from or joking about a turn of phrase con¬ 
tained in a song. 

Mostly his stories seem to mystify. Sure, 
there are familiar tunes from his earlier 
days: “Saint Mary of the Woods,” what he 
calls “the Robert Earl Keen song I wrote” 
(“Levelland”), and the now obligatory 
“Choctaw Bingo,” dedicated to “the First 
United Crystal Methodist Church of 
Oklahoma,” with an added new verse. 

At first blush, new tunes like “Carlisle’s 
Haul,” concerning an illegal nighttime fish¬ 
ing expedition in Virginia, and one about an 
Oklahoma transplant now residing in the 
shadow of New York City (“Long Island 
Sound”) come across as dense with graphic 
ideas and wordplay that goes by too quick¬ 
ly. That’s something remedied by repeat 
listens to the new album. Complicated 
Game ultimately reveals McMurtry’s true 
gift of storytelling. 

C.C. ADCOCK 

“I’d run out of tricks,” explains 
McMurtry. “Everything I learned from 
[John] Mellencamp, Lloyd Maines, Don 
Dixon, and all the guys I’ve worked with, I 
retained a certain amount of knowledge 
from watching them work, but I used it up 
- over and over. I was repeating myself 
stylistically, so I thought it was time to 
bring in somebody else.” 

Fans, critics, society at large have come 
to expect the glimpses of modern America 
that Complicated Game supplies, but musi¬ 
cally, it’s brand new. After producing the 
previous three albums on his own, he 
turned to Louisiana rocker C.C. Adcock for 
assistance. Adcock supplied guitar to Just 
Us Kids. 

“He was around and I liked the way his 
records sound,” says McMurtry bluntly. 

Over the course of last year, the two 
worked together with engineer and co-pro¬ 
ducer Mike Napolitano in New Orleans. 
McMurtry recorded basic tracks, just vocals 


and acoustic guitar, and left Adcock and 
Napolitano to add their voodoo. The results 
sound like McMurtry’s past work, but with 
a lot more flavor. 

His son Curtis McMurtry, a hot new 
Austin singer-songwriter in his own right, 
contributed banjo, as did journeymen 
Dustin Welch and Danny Barnes. Benmont 
Tench of Tom Petty’s Heartbreakers played 
keyboards, while Derek Trucks applied 
slide guitar. New Orleans royalty Ivan 
Neville showed up for harmonies. 


“I didn’t care for that doo-wop thing [on 
“She Loves Me”] when I first heard it,” 
admits the boss, “but I got used to that. 
There’s still a couple of parts I’m not real 
keen on, but that’s par for the course. I’ve 
never made a record where I thought every¬ 
thing was perfect. At least the ones that 
I produced. 

“All in all, though, it’s a damn good record.” 

One song sure to be talked about is the 
almost-rap of “How’m I Gonna Find You 
Now,” which comes complete with a movie- 
type video partially set in a bar in the 
swamps of Louisiana. The track’s rapid fire 
lyrics describe a desperate situation - with 
a sense of humor: “I’ve got a mad coming 
on and it’s gonna be dreadful/ Now I’m 
washing down my blood pressure pill with a 
Red Bull.” 


“It’s more like a speed-freak rock song,” 
offers its author. “I don’t know how it 
turned into hip-hop with a Danny Barnes 
banjo. That’s a different animal.” 

Behind compositions such as “We Can’t 
Make It Here” and “Cheney’s Toy” from 
the Bush presidency, the Texas-born, 
Virginia-raised McMurtry grew a reputa¬ 
tion as a protest singer. And yet those 
songs were the only ones overtly address¬ 
ing politics. Social commentary remains 
his forte. 


Complicated Game turns on the restless¬ 
ness and unease of 21st century living com¬ 
mon to many Americans. “I Ain’t Got a 
Place” covers that notion most completely. 
Sung in a dry, disenfranchised voice, it 
recalls Guy Clark at his feisty best: 

The skies are taller in Louisiana. 

The skies are wider in New Mexico. 

The skies in Texas kinda split the difference. 
They don’t suit me no matter where I go. 

“That one was the last song I wrote, and 
it wasn’t even supposed to be on the record,” 
recalls McMurtry. “There was another song 
we had that we couldn’t find a way to fix. I 
was staying upstairs at the R Bar on Royal 
Street in New Orleans. I had flown in to 
check on the mixes one more time.

CONTINENTAL CLUB GALLERY 
(TUESDAY) 

McMurtry’s not quite sure when his resi¬ 
dency at the Continental Club Gallery start¬ 
ed. Sometime after the midnight Wednesday 
gigs downstairs began, and that was 2002. 
Some, if not all, of the songs on Complicated 
Game got a tryout in the living room atmo¬ 
sphere above the main Club. 

The show’s nearly identical to the set at 
the Saxon, with the same jokes and similar 
quips. The more intimate space of the Gallery 
makes the songs roar in a way they hadn’t 
before, however. The audience, a mix of 
townies and tourists, demonstrates a greater 
appreciation and McMurtry’s a pinch looser. 

“The San Jose hadn’t opened yet, or it 
was still a crack house when I started the 
residency in 2002,” he relates later. “I think 
the Austin Motel had just been renovated. 
It was transitioning from the old South 
Congress to what we have now. So the 
crowd was different. 

“Very early on I had a frat crowd, because 
some of those guys read the backs of Robert 
Earl Keen records and saw that I wrote 
‘Levelland.’ So they showed up for a while. 
Then they all grew up and got jobs, and the 
next round of frat kids didn’t care or didn’t 
hear about me. 

“Over the course of time, the hotel scene 
has built up, so there’s always travelers. I 
think that most of our crowd right now is trav¬ 
elers. There’s definitely some value to con¬ 
tinuing to do it. People go to the Continental 
Club just to go there. They wander in and 
sometimes they haven’t even heard of me. 
That residency has done a lot for me.” 

Of the two nights so far, there’s been no 
merchandise or music for sale. It’s a one- 
man operation. According to McMurtry, he 
didn’t feel the need for a new album until 
revenue from touring - and he tours relent¬ 
lessly - started to slack off. He’s not one to 
write unless there’s a deadline on the hori¬ 
zon, so the whole enterprise remains rela¬ 
tively fresh. 

That comes across in performance. His 
big acoustic guitar at times pleads and 
coaxes. Slashing and burning stays home 
on new tunes of the heart “You Got to Me” 
and “These Things I’ve Come to Know.” 

COMPLICATED GAME 

Writes C.C. Adcock in an email: “James is 
one of the very few artists out there who’s 
every bit as good as he thinks he is. He is, 
without a doubt, one of the great American 
voices of his generation. With James, you 
have the luxury of leaving behind songs that 
your average writer/artist would die for. 

“Early on, I suggested he focus on songs 
of the heart, which yielded some exquisite 
material on the poignancy of relationships 
... and a few about deer hunting and fishin’ 
(James’ fondest affection). We even man-

Complicated Game (Complicated Game) 

Heightened by the long gap between Complicated 
Game and his previous studio album, 2008 break¬ 
through Just Us Kids, James McMurtry returns like a 
prophet wringing truth from the American soul. The 
longtime Austinite once again captures the tenor and 
time of our culture, weaving narratives that grapple 
with complex realities in the simplest moments, 
while painting characters with novelistic vividness. 
Burrowing more intimate and personal, lines like, 

“We grew up hard, and our children don’t know what 
that means” from opener “Copper Canteen” cut with 
variegated meanings belied by their lucidity. Likewise, 
the bright banjo backing of “Ain’t Got a Place” revels 
in a restlessness amid its dislocation, and the picking on “Deaver’s Crossing” ambles with a 
classic bluegrass touch. “You Got to Me,” “She Loves Me,” and “These Things I’ve Come to 
Know” all turn inward with an awareness borne in maturity and connection. Oddly, only electric, 
aggressive lead single “How’m I Gonna Find You Now” stumbles, never quite meshing rapid-fire 
radio-readiness with McMurtry’s wordplay. Still, “South Dakota” and “Long Island Sound” show 
off McMurtry at his best, the latter ringing a communal bar sing-along in toast to the triumphs 
and toils of life. When times are hard, McMurtry’s pen presses harder.

aged to get a couple of sweet new ditties out 
of him that clock in succinctly at under 
three minutes - maybe a McMurtry first!” 

Where generations are concerned, 
James is in the middle of one destined for 
greatness. There’s his Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning father Larry and now his son 
Curtis, who burst on the scene in 2014 
with his own highly touted disc, 
Respectable Enemy. 

“I didn’t have to encourage him,” he says 
of his son. “He just kind of picked it up. 
From about 16 on he really latched on to it. 
He studied it and listens to everybody. He 
knows theory. I have a hard time [playing] 
with him because he’s got 
so much more intricacy to 
his approach.” 

That familial creative 
streak began where you 
might expect, according 
to the middle McMurtry. 

“My father’s the first 
writer that I know of in 
that line. McMurtrys 
didn’t read for pleasure. 

They read for informa¬ 
tion. He broke the mold. 

He made it much easier 
for us to be artists. We didn’t have to fight 
anybody. We already had an example. I 
kind of thought Curtis would be a lawyer. 
He has a sense of justice in him.” 

CONTINENTAL CLUB 
(WEDNESDAY, MIDNIGHT) 

Jon Dee Graham and James McMurtry 
have been slugging it out onstage at the 
Continental Club every Wednesday night 
they’re in town for more than a decade. 
Aficionados of loud electric guitars, unbeat¬ 
able songcraft, and good whiskey have 
surely had the rest of a week ruined by that 
combination on occasion. Graham leads 
with a set that’s equal parts bearish and 
heartrending, closing with a raunchy rendi¬ 
tion of ranchera classic “Volver, Volver.” 

McMurtry and his three bandmates - 


Cornbread on bass, Darren Hess on drums, 
and Tim Holt - take the stage to a respect¬ 
able, mostly younger crowd that’s there to 
boogie. “How’m I Gonna Find You Now” 
takes a funky turn with a band behind it. 
Ephraim Owens joins in with his trumpet 
and solos on the nearly 13-minute rant of 
“Choctaw Bingo” that sends the assembled 
into spasms of delight. 

McMurtry claims he hasn’t tired of 
what’s become his signature song yet. 
Lagunitas Brewing even got him to write a 
new verse and re-record it. That version 
was never used for the promotion it was set 
up for. 

“Within a year of 
recording that song, all 
the places I mention in it 
had disappeared,” reveals 
McMurtry. “Pop’s Knife 
and Gun was gone; 
Choctaw Bingo is now 
Choctaw Casino and takes 
up about 50 acres. That 
smoke shop isn’t there. 
The lingerie store moved 
to Joplin, Missouri. 

“There’s other weird¬ 
ness that’s popped up in 
its place including Red River Rehab. 
Playing it is always pretty fun.” 

ENOTECA VESPAIO PATIO (FRIDAY) 

Outwardly, McMurtry appears ornery. 
Once one understands that his songs are 
filled with characters he’s created - speaking 
their minds in character - it’s clear appear¬ 
ances are indeed deceiving. That makes ask¬ 
ing him about success, satisfaction, and 
happiness feel a little less dangerous. 

“Is anybody really satisfied? I’d like to 
make more money. We’re starting to get old, 
and you need more money when you get old. 

“Happy? I’m happier. I was pretty mixed 
up in my 20s and 30s. I wouldn’t say I’ve got 
it together, but I’ve made some progress.” ■

Brains 

Song titles such as “Boys” and “Imma 
Baby,” plus illustrated bathroom selfie 
cover art remind us of Grace London's 
tender age, but the Austinite’s debut 
LP Brains isn’t kiddie pop. “I can’t be a 
pessimist; I hear that happiness is good 
for me,” she sings on “Mary Anne.” “But 
I can’t be an optimist, because a smile 
might look stupid on me.” With creative 
confidence that defies her 15 years, 
London explores precocious themes, but 
with an innate, untarnished candidness 
and fledgling, sage-like simplicity free of 
superfluous fancy. “Maybe it’ll get bet¬ 
ter,” she continues, “but what if it gets 
worse instead?” All songs co-produced 
and written by London (most at age 
13) - the only exception being her clever 
cover of early Beck cut “Girl Dreams” 
-the album’s inherent purity blooms in 
the production hands of Brian Beattie, 
the local Glass Eye bassist speckling 
Brains with idiosyncratic quirk and mak¬ 
ing the otherwise modest title track and 
“Blinded by You” rousing. This comple¬ 
mentary novice/expert balance carries 
throughout the disc’s 36 minutes, the 
singer musing about Elliott Smith in the 
same breath as a childlike Star Wars 
night-light, weaving a Kate Nash-meets- 
(Waxahatchee’s)-Katie Crutchfield air. 

The SXSW/ACL veteran keeping company 
with seasoned Daniel Johnston producer 
Beattie, who doubles as bassist here, 
further promises the young guitarist’s 
prospective growth, boosting her as a 
front-runner in Austin’s impending fleet 
of millennial musicians.

While 2009 debut Learn About 
It, and Never Get Out of This Funk Alive two 
years later, played out equally unchained and 
experimental, Harmonizm eschews these 
notions for a stripped-down, streamlined take 
on soul. Sanitized of the dirty element giving 
their self-proclaimed “chunk music” its dyna¬ 
mism, it’s Clorox clean. “Space Dust” runs 
closest to previous work, but doesn’t quite hit 
the mark. They’ve also gone lightweight, “Will 
to Live” sounding like Mayer Hawthorne doing 
Lenny Kravitz. The album plays well in regards 
to sentiment, especially covering Elvin 
Bishop’s 1975 hit “Fooled Around and Fell 
in Love.” Mostly unimaginative, Harmonizm 
takes a definitive step back for the talented 
T Bird & the Breaks.

Avidonia Pt. 7; The 
Escape 

Psychedelic rock 
thrives on long, strange 
trips. Obscured by 
Echoes elucidates on 
Avidonia Pt. 1: The Escape. Exploiting the more 
sinister sounds of its “Nuclear Winter” single 
rather than the Paisley Underground noises of 
2013 debut Black Matter Manifesto, the Austin 
quintet crawls through outer space in a state 
of dark whimsy. “The Jericho Blueprint” and 
“Interstellar Refugee” engage supernatural 
science fiction, layering Kyle Abrams’ glid¬ 
ing guitar, Aly Beaujon’s cosmic keyboards, 
and Johnny Flores’ colorful croon into prickly 
acid prog emulating the Pink Floyd work that 
inspired the band’s moniker. “Professor Glass” 
and “Delorum Pandorum” add the perfect dol¬ 
lop of creeping madness to the space-time 
continuum - “You’re coo-coo in your head,” 
Flores titters on the latter. Only the sparse, 
intimate “Dear Simone” breaks the spell, and 
even it sounds beamed in from another dimen¬ 
sion. Like the best psych, Avidonia Pt. 1: The 
Escape transports you to another plane, with 
Obscured by Echoes as your co-pilot.

KIKO VILLAMIZAR 

La Remo/acha (Discos Peligrosa) 

Local Latin DJ clique Peligrosa introduced its label last 
month with Kiko Villamizar’s La Remolacha. The Miami 
native grew up in the Andes, absorbing not just traditional 
Colombian roots, but also a genuine affection for world 
sounds and a knack for piecing them together. Thundering 
percussion tangles in Villamizar’s wispy Andean flute (kuisi) 
on opener “Para Quererte a Tf,” but it’s not until “Por Que” 
that the singer displays the true firepower of his deep, dexterous vocals. His passion for jazz, 
returning him to Florida from South America to pursue, bursts from the sleek horns infusing 
“Como Ella.” The title track serves as anchor, its lavish horn arrangements pushing the singer 
to the point of breathless gritos. “San Antonio,” with conjunto queen and accordionist Susan 
Torres, marks the Texas leg of Villamizar’s musical journey, and their playful “Para Bailar” re¬ 
asserts - despite his political and social proclivities - its titular goal. Closing on a bilingual 
doo-wop, Villamizar pens a note “For All of My Relations,” fusing borders, language, and genre.

Eatin’ at Me (Rootball) 

After seven LPs, Eatin’ 
at Me makes eight and 
there are virtually no sur¬ 
prises in a new release 
from Gurf Morlix. That 
might be a concern to some, but there’s a 
depth to the veteran guitarist, producer, and 
singer-songwriter that others can’t touch. The 
longtime local remains an acquired taste for 
sure - his vocals are best described as frayed 
- but his passion is undeniable. The musical 
view of where he’s been and where he’s at 
arrives painstakingly crafted. Two tunes offer a 
glimpse of his childhood in upstate New York, 
opener “Dirty Old Buffalo” recalling a family 
car ride with a twinkle of nostalgia, while “Born 
in Lackawanna” perfectly marries the Rust Belt 
and stomping middle-America roots rock. In 
between there’s the grim midnight landscape 
of “Elephant’s Graveyard,” a funk-filled inter¬ 
pretation of life as a canine (“The Dog I Am”), 
and ode to an old junker in “Blue Smoke” that 
recalls his friend Blaze Foley with simple word¬ 
play and a dusky sense of longing. While not 
the most accessible of Morlix’s work, Eatin ' at 
Me proves he hasn’t lost a step.

The Coast 

In spite of several tal¬

While getting 
top-notch assistance from Del McCoury Band 
fiddler Jesse Carter on a few tunes, the com¬ 
bination of solid harmonies and melodies in 
the tradition make The Coast an album worthy 
of attention beyond the band’s local roots. 

The fine-textured “Greener Grass” and intense 
interplay on the newgrass instrumental 
“Elucidation” are just two sides of this well- 
mannered ensemble.

Backed by a ninepiece band, Nakia’s powerhouse vocals fill up 
the North Door in this Good Music Club recording and accompany¬ 
ing DVD. Kicking off the first of five songs - all pulled from the 
local belter’s 2013 EP Drown in the Crimson Tide - keyboardist 
Derek Morris and guitarist Ulrich Ellison weave a feverish intro to “Pieces and Castles.” 
Considering Nakia’s rise to first-name ubiquity after 2011 appearances on The Voice (revisit 
“Water to Wine,” Sept. 9, 2011), it’s thus no surprise that the saccharine “Dream Big” also 
exudes sincerity. Standout “Tight,” the only Crimson Tide track omitted, might’ve sopped up 
some of the residual sweetness, however. Ponder East’s whistling and Nakia’s belabored 
delivery lend the bawdy “Make Up with a Gun” a carnival-tent mania, while gin joint love 
note “Walking on a Slant” rightfully returns the focus to the singer’s throaty growl.

It frees people up, and makes 
them want to rebel or free themselves.” 

McFadden struck up a collaborative friend¬ 
ship with the dynamic Moore in a jam session 
over 20 years ago. He holds Fishbone and its 
protean singer in the highest regard still. 

“Fishbone is a force of nature,” trumpets 
McFadden. “Angelo is undoubtedly one of the 



unabashedly. His talent, his incredible vocal 
ability, and his musicianship are always great.” 

Even in today’s scattershot musical climate 
of haves and have nots, both men are thriving 
creatively beyond their renowned efforts. 
They’re no mere propagates of what 
Moore terms the “Age of Abbreviation.” 

“It’s just sensory overload,” says 
the singer. “The subject matter is 
usually the first thing to fall by the 
wayside. Then, you’ve got the mediocri¬ 
ty parade. So, that means you got rappers 
and rock artists talking about nothing. [And] 
maybe, the R&B guys are scared. Maybe, 
they don’t want to affect their careers.” 

McFadden isn’t having any of that conga 
line either. 

“I don’t subscribe to limitations,” states 
the guitarist. “I like the idea of taking chanc¬ 
es. Beautiful accidents happen that way.”
